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CONSTITUTION 


Article  I 

Section  i .  The  name  shall  be  the  Brae  Burn  Country 
Club,  and  the  Club  shall  be  located  in  Newton, 
Massachusetts. 

Section  i.  The  membership  of  the  Club  shall  con- 
sist of  Active  (on  and  after  April  2,  1923,  to  be 
divided  into  two  classes,  to  wit:  Regular  Active  and 
Special  Active),  Junior,  Associate,  Army  and  Navy, 
Honorary,  and  Non-Resident  Members,  and  such 
other  classes  of  membership  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  from  time  to  time  establish,  and  shall  be  limited 
to  such  numbers  and  be  subject  to  such  conditions 
as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  determine  by  a  three- 
fifths  vote  of  the  entire  Board,  provided  that  the 
same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  any  provisions 
contained  in  this  Constitution  and  that  the  number 
of  Active  Members  shall  not  exceed  eight  hundred. 
Only  Active  Members  shall  be  entitled  to  any  in- 
terest in  the  property  of  the  Club  or  to  vote. 

Section  3.  Every  active  member  on  April  2,  1923, 
shall  forthwith  become  a  special  active  member.  No 
other  person  shall  be  admitted  to  special  active  mem- 
bership. The  annual  dues  of  special  active  members 
shall  be  fifty  dollars  more  than  the  annual  dues  of 
regular  active  members. 
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Section  4.  Every  special  active  member  who  shall 
acquire  a  Debenture  (issued  under  Article  XII)  shall 
forthwith  become  a  regular  active  member.  No  new 
active  members  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  ex- 
cept regular  active  members.  Any  person  who  has 
been  elected  to  regular  active  membership  must 
acquire  and  own  a  Debenture  in  order  to  qualify  as 
a  regular  active  member.  The  membership  of  any 
regular  active  member  who  disposes  of  his  Debenture 
(unless  it  shall  be  called  for  payment)  shall  forthwith 
terminate,  but  such  termination  shall  not  affect  the 
liability  of  such  members  for  all  dues,  fees,  and  other 
charges,  then  due  or  accrued. 

Section  5.  A  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  its  first  meet- 
ing after  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year  to  hold 
office  for  the  respective  terms  for  which  they  are 
appointed  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  ap- 
pointed. This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Secretary,  two  Directors  and  six  active  members 
who  are  not  Directors.  The  Secretary  shall  be  a 
permanent  member  of  the  committee  and  shall  suc- 
ceed himself.  No  other  member  of  the  committee 
shall  be  appointed  for  more  than  two  consecutive 
terms.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  members  of  the 
original  committee  shall  be  so  arranged  that  one 
Director  and  two  active  members  shall  be  appointed 
for  one  year,  one  Director  and  two  active  members 
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for  two  years,  and  the  Secretary  and  two  active 
members  for  three  years.  The  vacancies  created  by 
the  expiration  of  the  several  terms  shall  be  filled  for 
terms  of  three  years  each.  The  committee  shall  have 
the  sole  power  of  election  of  members  (except  hon- 
orary members)  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution.  Election  shall  be  by  secret  ballot,  and 
one  adverse  ballot  shall  reject. 

Article  II 

Section  i.  The  object  of  the  Club  shall  be  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  suitable  grounds 
for  the  encouragement  of  athletic  exercises  and 
sports,  and  especially  for  the  playing,  advancement, 
and  cultivation  of  the  royal  and  ancient  game  of 
golf,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Clubhouse  with 
suitable  appointments  and  accessories  for  the  use  of 
Club  members  and  their  guests. 

Article  III 

Section  i .  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Second  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a 
Secretary  and  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of 
fifteen  members  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  active 
members  of  the  Club  by  ballot.  All  other  officers 
named  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  elected  or 
chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors  from  their  own 
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number,  the  term  of  office  of  those  elected  or  chosen 
in  1929  expiring  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  the 
term  of  office  of  those  elected  or  chosen  in  1930  and 
thereafter  expiring  at  the  next  annual  meeting  at 
which  there  is  an  election  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  in  1930 
there  shall  be  elected  five  Directors  for  the  term  of 
two  years,  five  Directors  for  the  term  of  four  years, 
and  five  Directors  for  the  term  of  six  years.  At  the 
annual  meeting  in  every  second  year  thereafter 
there  shall  be  elected  five  Directors  for  the  term  of 
six  years. 

Section  4.  No  Directors  other  than  a  Director  who 
is  President,  Treasurer,  or  Secretary  at  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  office  as  a  Director  shall  be  eligible  for 
reelection  within  one  year  after  the  expiration  of 
such  term  of  office.  No  two  of  the  offices  of  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Second  Vice-President,  Treas- 
urer and  Secretary  shall  be  held  by  the  same  person. 

Section  5.  Any  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board. 
The  new  Director  so  elected  shall  hold  office  for  the 
balance  of  the  term  for  which  his  predecessor  was 
elected. 


Section  6.  All  officers  must  be  active  members  of 
the  Club  and  shall  continue  to  hold  office  after  the 
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expiration  of  their  respective  terms  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected. 

Article  IV 

Section  i.  The  Fiscal  Year  shall  be  from  Septem- 
ber I  to  August  31  of  the  following  year. 

Article  V 

Section  i.  All  meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be  held 
at  the  Clubhouse  in  West  Newton,  Massachusetts, 
unless  some  other  place  in  Newton  or  Boston,  Mas- 
sachusetts, be  named  in  the  notice  of  the  meeting  by 
order  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October  in  each  year. 
Special  meetings  of  the  Club  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  The  order  of  business  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing shall  be: 

1 .  Reading  of  the  Minutes 

2.  Report  of  the  Treasurer 

3.  Report  of  the  Secretary 

4.  Report  of  the  President 

5.  Other  Reports  and  Communications 

6.  Election  of  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year 

7.  New  Business 

Section  4.  Notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Club  stating 
the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  of  its  purposes, 
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shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  by  mailing  a  copy 
postpaid  and  addressed  to  each  active  member  at 
his  registered  address  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  meeting.  Notice  of  any  meeting  may  be 
waived  in  writing  by  any  active  member. 

Section  5.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  a  quorum 
at  a  Club  meeting  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  five 
active  members,  who  shall  represent  in  person  or  by 
proxy  three-tenths  of  all  the  active  members.  If  no 
quorum  is  present,  the  presiding  officer  shall  ad- 
journ the  meeting  to  any  other  time  within  two 
weeks,  and  in  like  manner  from  time  to  time  until  a 
quorum  is  obtained;  provided,  however,  that  any 
meeting  at  which  an  election  of  Directors  is  to  be 
held,  such  election  may  be  held  notwithstanding  the 
absence  of  such  a  quorum  if  the  ballots  of  at  least 
three-tenths  of  all  the  active  members  are  cast  for 
Directors  at  or  before  such  meeting. 

Section  6.  At  all  Club  meetings  each  Active  Mem- 
ber shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  No  ballots  shall  be 
cast  by  proxy  in  the  election  of  Directors,  except 
that  a  ballot  signed  by  the  member  casting  it  may 
be  delivered  by  another  person.  Except  as  provided 
in  the  preceding  sentence  absent  members  may  vote 
by  proxy  authorized  in  writing.  All  proxies  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Secretary  at  or  before  the  time  of 
voting. 
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Section  7.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Club,  Honorary 
Membership  may  be  conferred  by  a  unanimous  vote, 
the  candidate  having  been  proposed  as  required  for 
Active  Membership. 

Section  8.  Meetings  of  the  Directors  may  be  held  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  may  determine,  due  no- 
tice of  which  must  be  sent  to  each  Director  by  the 
Secretary.  Meetings  shall  be  called  at  the  request  of 
the  President  or  of  not  less  than  two  of  the  Directors. 
Four  members  must  be  present  to  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business.  All  matters  ex- 
cept those  specially  provided  for  hereinafter  shall 
be  decided  at  any  meeting  by  a  majority  vote. 

Article  VI 

Section  i .  There  shall  be  a  Nominating  Committee 
for  the  nomination  of  Directors.  This  committee 
shall  consist  of  the  President  and  four  other  active 
members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  four  members  so  appointed  shall  hold  office 
until  the  next  annual  meeting  at  which  there  is  an 
election  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  Nominations  shall  be  posted  on  the  golf 
bulletin  board  and  at  the  Club  office  counter  at  least 
four  weeks  before  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  at 
which  the  Directors  are  to  be  elected.  Additional 
nominations  shall  be  placed  on  the  ballot  on  the 
written  petition  of  twenty-five  active  members  re- 
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ceived  by  the  Secretary  not  later  than  twenty  days 
before  the  date  of  such  annual  meeting. 

Section  3.  Ballots  containing  the  names  of  the  Di- 
rectors so  nominated  shall  be  mailed  by  the  Secre- 
tary to  all  active  members  of  the  Club  not  earlier 
than  nineteen  days  and  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
before  the  date  fixed  for  the  annual  meeting  at  which 
the  Directors  are  to  be  elected.  Ballots  may  be  cast 
by  mailing  or  delivery  to  the  Secretary  prior  to  the 
meeting,  or  may  be  cast  at  the  meeting.  No  ballot 
shall  be  counted  unless  signed  by  the  member  cast- 
ing it.  Ballots  not  cast  at  the  meeting,  in  order  to  be 
counted,  must  be  received  at  the  place  designated 
for  the  meeting  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  meeting 
or  any  adjournment  thereof. 

Article  VII 

Section  i.  The  Directors  shall  make  such  rules  for 
the  use  of  the  property  of  the  Club  and  for  the 
management  thereof  as  they  may  find  expedient. 
They  shall  control  the  expenses  and  charges  of  the 
Club,  authorize  the  employment  of  such  assistants 
and  servants  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  and  re- 
ceive and  consider  complaints,  providing  that  such 
complaints  are  properly  made  in  writing. 

Section  2.  So  far  as  not  inconsistent  with  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Constitution  they  shall  have  the 
power  to  appoint  any  necessary  sub-committees, 
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either  from  their  own  number  or  from  the  other 
members  of  the  Club,  and  to  aboUsh  such  committees 
or  remove  any  member  thereof. 

Section  3 .  To  fix  the  time  and  place  of  meetings  and 
to  define  and  determine  the  duties  and  powers  of  all 
the  committees. 

Section  4.  To  expel  and  suspend  members  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  entire  Board. 

Section  5.  To  fix  and  enforce  penalties  for  the  viola- 
tion of  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  Rules. 

Sectio7i  6.  To  call  special  meetings  of  the  Club  to 
consider  specific  subjects. 

Section  7.  To  make,  alter,  and  amend  rules  for  their 
own  government,  and  to  fix  and  enforce  penalties 
for  the  violation  of  such  rules. 

Section  8.  To  have  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
Club  audited  each  year  by  a  public  accountant. 

Section  9.  To  fix  the  amount  of  Initiation  Fee,  An- 
nual Dues,  and  other  Fees. 

Section  10.  To  create  a  temporary  Skating  Mem- 
bership and  to  provide  for  the  admission  of  members. 

Section  11.  To  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club,  in 
their  discretion,  to  persons  who  have  achieved  dis- 
tinction in  any  line  of  endeavor. 

Section  12.  To  select  the  Insignia  and  Colors  of  the 
Club. 
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Article  VIII 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  shall 
appoint  all  committees  except  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee, and  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  shall  sign 
all  checks  except  as  provided  in  Section  i  of  Article 
IX;  and  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  of  the 
Club's  affairs. 

Section  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  the  Vice- 
President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Second  Vice-Presi- 
dent, shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President.  In 
the  absence  of  both  the  President  and  the  two  Vice- 
Presidents  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  choose  one 
of  their  number  to  be  President  pro  tempore. 

Article  IX 

Section  i.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  dues  and 
initiation  fees,  and  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds 
and  accounts  of  the  Club.  He  shall  pay  all  bills  of 
less  than  ten  dollars  at  his  discretion,  and  all  over 
ten  dollars  that  have  been  approved  by  the  respective 
committees  or  their  duly  authorized  agents.  He  may 
delegate  such  of  his  duties  to  such  persons  or  agents 
as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  approve.  He  shall 
present  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  Club  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Club,  submit 
a  detailed  report,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
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mittee,  upon  the  financial  transactions  of  the  Club 
for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  He  shall  have  the  cus- 
tody of  the  Club's  seal. 

Article  X 

Section  i.  The  Secretary  shall  be  sworn,  and  shall 
keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  Club  and  Directors' 
meetings,  and  perform  all  other  duties  incident  to 
his  office.  In  his  absence  from  any  meeting  a  Secre- 
tary pro  tempore  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President. 
The  Secretary  shall  attend  to  all  official  correspond- 
ence of  the  Club,  and  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
and  such  other  events  as  may  be  necessary  from  time 
to  time.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  Secretary  shall 
submit  a  report  of  the  previous  year's  history  of  the 
Club. 

Article  XI 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  appoint  annually 
the  following  Standing  Committees;  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  each  committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum: 

A  Finance  Committee    A  Golf  Committee 
A  House  Committee      A  Tennis  Committee 
A  Greens  Committee     A  Winter  Sports  Committee 
A  Women's  Golf  Committee 

and  such  other  additional  or  substituted  Standing 
Committees  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  from 
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time  to  time  approve.  Each  committee  may  appoint 
an  agent  to  approve  bills  for  payment. 

Section  2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of 
five  members,— the  Treasurer  and  four  others.  This 
committee  shall  prepare  the  annual  budget,  have 
general  supervision  of  the  finances  of  the  Club  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  delegated  to  it 
by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  con- 
trol of  all  matters  relating  to  the  Clubhouse  and  all 
entertainments  held  therein. 

Section  4.  The  Greens  Committee  shall  have  charge 
of  the  links  and  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  upkeep 
and  maintenance  of  the  golf  grounds. 

Section  5.  The  Golf  Committee  shall  have  control 
of  all  golf  tournaments,  handicapping,  and  all  other 
matters  pertaining  to  golf.  The  chairman  of  this 
committee  shall  be  the  Captain  of  the  Club. 

Section  6.  The  Tennis  Committee  shall  have  charge 
of  the  tennis  courts  and  all  matters  pertaining  to 
tennis. 

Section  7.  The  Winter  Sports  Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  the  pond,  ice  carnivals,  and  all  winter 
sports. 

Section  8.  The  Women's  Golf  Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  all  women's  Club  tournaments,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Golf  Committee. 
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Article  XII 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  issue  and 
sell  non-interest  bearing  notes  of  the  Club  (to  be 
called  "Debentures")  of  the  face  value  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  such  Debentures  to  be  dated  April 
2,  1923,  and  payable  fifty  years  after  date,  such 
Debentures  to  be  callable  as  a  whole  by  vote  of  the 
Club  on  thirty  days'  notice  at  their  face  value.  All 
Debentures  shall  become  due  and  payable  in  any 
event  forthwith  upon  insolvency,  bankruptcy,  dis- 
solution, or  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  the  Club. 

Sectiofi  2.  Such  Debentures  may  be  sold  only  to 
special  active  members  or  to  persons  who  shall  have 
been  elected  to  regular  active  membership  and  not 
more  than  one  such  Debenture  may  be  issued  or 
sold  to  any  one  such  person. 

Section  3.  Except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  provided 
in  this  Article  XII  such  Debentures  shall  be  issued 
and/or  sold  for  such  amounts  and  upon  such  terms 
as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  from  time  to  time 
determine. 

Section  4.  Unless  otherwise  authorized  by  vote  of 
the  Club  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  con- 
sented to  or  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  regu- 
lar active  members  in  writing  or  by  their  affirmative 
votes  at  such  meeting,  the  proceeds  of  the  Deben- 
tures shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds 
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or  Other  indebtedness  of  the  Club  outstanding  on 
March  7,  1923,  or  for  such  additions  or  improve- 
ments as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, or  for  the  purchase  or  retirement  of  outstanding 
Debentures,  and  until  so  used  shall  be  placed  on 
deposit  in  a  separate  account  in  some  national  bank 
or  trust  company  in  Massachusetts,  or  invested  in 
securities  legal  for  Massachusetts  savings  banks; 
provided^  however,  that  not  more  than  1 10,000  may 
be  expended  in  any  one  year  for  additions  or  im- 
provements (except  such  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  completion  of  the  nine-hole  golf  course  opened 
in  1922)  unless  expressly  authorized  by  vote  of  the 
Club  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  at  v^hich 
at  least  three-tenths  of  all  the  regular  active  members 
are  present  in  person  or  represented  by  proxy,  which 
vote  must  include  the  affirmative  votes  of  at  least  a 
majority  of  the  regular  active  members  so  present  or 
represented. 

Section  5.  No  sale  or  mortgage  of  the  land  or  build- 
ings of  the  Club,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  made 
unless  authorized  at  a  meeting  of  the  Club  duly 
called  for  the  purpose  and  consented  to  or  approved 
in  writing  or  by  the  affirmative  votes  of  a  majority 
of  all  the  regular  active  members. 

Section  6.  On  the  death,  resignation  or  other  termi- 
nation of  the  membership  of  a  regular  active  mem- 
ber, his  Debenture  may  be  bequeathed  or  otherwise 
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transferred  to  any  member  of  his  family  (i.e.,  the 
wife  or  husband  and  children),  provided  such  mem- 
ber is  elected  to  regular  active  membership.  The 
application  of  such  prospective  transferee  shall  be 
acted  upon  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  committee  or 
other  body  having  the  power  of  election  of  active 
members  after  notice  from  such  proposed  trans- 
feree in  precedence  to  the  application  of  any  other 
person  on  the  waiting  list.  Unless  so  transferred 
within  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  de- 
termine to  be  reasonable,  or  purchased  by  the  Club 
as  hereinafter  provided  in  Section  7  of  this  Article 
XII,  the  Debenture,  duly  endorsed  in  blank  for  trans- 
fer, shall  be  surrendered  to  the  Club  and  the  Club 
shall  hold  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  person  so  sur- 
rendering it,  and,  when  deemed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  to  be  practicable  and  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Club,  the  Club  shall  sell  it  to  some  person 
elected  to  regular  active  membership  or  to  some  spe- 
cial active  member,  and  shall  pay  over  to  the  person 
so  surrendering  the  same  the  amount  received  from 
such  sale,  less  any  amount  which  may  be  due  the 
Club  from  such  retired  or  deceased  member  and  any 
expenses  it  incurred  in  connection  with  such  sale, 
provided,  however,  that  the  Club  shall  not  without 
the  consent  of  the  person  for  whose  benefit  any  such 
Debenture  is  held,  sell  any  such  Debenture  for  less 
than  its  face  amount  nor  upon  terms  other  than  cash 
in  full  at  time  of  delivery.  If  at  any  time  the  Club 
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shall  hold  two  or  more  Debentures  for  the  benefit 
of  retired  members  or  of  the  estates  of  deceased  mem- 
bers, it  may  sell  such  Debentures  in  such  order  as  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  determine  and  without  re- 
gard to  the  order  in  which  the  Debentures  were 
surrendered  to  the  Club. 

Section  j.  The  Club  may  purchase  Debentures  from 
retired  members  or  their  estates  and  sell  the  same  to 
persons  elected  to  regular  active  membership  or  to 
special  active  members,  all  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  from  time 
to  time  deem  advisable. 

Article  XIII 

Section  i.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Club,  duly  called  for  the  purpose, 
by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  active  members  who 
are  present  in  person  or  represented  by  proxy;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  amendment  of  Article  XII 
or  of  Sections  2,  3  or  4  of  Article  I  shall  also  require 
an  affirmative  vote  at  such  meeting  of  a  majority  of 
the  entire  number  of  regular  active  members.  The 
notice  of  any  such  meeting  must  state  the  gist  of  the 
proposed  amendments. 
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Article  I 

REGULAR  ACTIVE  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  i.  Any  man  or  woman  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age  may  be  elected  a  regular  active  member 
of  the  Club. 

Section  2.  Any  unmarried  woman  elected  a  regular 
active  member  of  the  Club  may  waive  all  family 
privileges  provided  for  in  Articles  III,  IV,  IX,  and  X 
of  these  By-Laws,  in  which  event  her  annual  dues 
shall  be  forty-five  dollars  less  than  those  of  regular 
active  members  having  family  privileges. 

Article  II 

SPECIAL  ACTIVE  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  i .  A  special  active  member  is  a  person  who 
was  an  active  member  on  April  2,  1923,  and  who  has 
not  purchased  a  Club  Debenture.  He  may  at  any 
time  become  a  regular  active  member  by  purchasing 
a  Club  Debenture. 

Article  III 

JUNIOR  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1 .  Any  son  or  son-in-law,  between  twenty- 
one  and  thirty-one  years  of  age,  of  any  member 
may  be  elected  a  junior  member  of  the  Club.  His 
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membership  shall  end  when  he  reaches  thirty-one 
years  of  age,  or  upon  the  termination  prior  thereto 
of  the  senior  membership  upon  which  such  junior 
membership  is  based. 

Article  IV 
ASSOCIATE  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  i.  Any  son,  between  sixteen  and  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  of  any  member  may  be  elected  an 
associate  member  of  the  Club.  His  membership  shall 
end  when  he  reaches  twenty-one  years  of  age,  or 
upon  the  termination  prior  thereto  of  the  senior 
membership  upon  which  such  associate  membership 
is  based. 

Article  V 
ARMY  AND  NAVY  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  i.  Any  officer  of  the  Army  and  Navy  of 
the  United  States  in  active  military  or  naval  service 
(not  retired)  may  be  elected  an  Army  and  Navy 
member  of  the  Club. 

Article  VI 
NON-RESIDENT  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  i.  Any  man  or  woman  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age  and  having  no  usual  place  of  residence, 
business  or  study  within  thirty  miles  of  the  Club- 
house may  be  elected  a  non-resident  member  of  the 
Club. 
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Section  2.  A  non-resident  member  who  acquires  a 
usual  place  of  residence,  business  or  study  within 
thirty  miles  of  the  Clubhouse  shall  thereupon  cease 
to  be  a  non-resident  member;  but  he  may  then  apply 
for  transfer  to  a  regular  active  membership,  and  such 
application  shall  be  granted  as  soon  as  there  is  an  avail- 
able vacancy  in  such  membership.  Upon  such  trans- 
fer he  shall  purchase  a  Club  Debenture,  pay  the  dif- 
ference between  the  initiation  fee  paid  by  him  as  a 
non-resident  member  and  the  initiation  fee  payable 
by  a  regular  active  member  at  the  time  of  such  trans- 
fer, and  pay  his  proportionate  part  of  the  annual  dues 
of  a  regular  active  member  for  the  unexpired  portion 
of  the  then  current  Club  year. 

Section  3.  A  regular  or  special  active  member  who 
has  no  usual  place  of  residence,  business  or  study 
within  thirty  miles  of  the  Clubhouse  may,  by  giving 
written  notice  to  the  Secretary,  terminate  his  active 
membership  and  become  a  non-resident  member  at 
the  expiration  of  the  then  current  Club  half  year. 
He  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  rebate  on  account  of 
the  initiation  fee  paid  by  him  as  an  active  member. 

Article  VII 

MEMBERSHIP  LIMITATIONS  AND  RESTRICTIONS 

Section  i .  The  total  number  of  regular  active  mem- 
bers of  the  Club  shall  not  exceed  six  hundred  and 
fifty. 
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Article  VIII 

PROPOSAL  AND  ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS 

Section  i.  Proposals  and  applications  for  member- 
ship shall  be  made  in  such  form,  and  proposers  and 
applicants  shall  comply  with  such  requirements  as 
the  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  from  time  to 
time  prescribe.  Such  proposals  and  applications  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  Secretary.  They  shall  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  on  Admissions  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  received  by  the  Secretary,  pro- 
vided, hoivever,  that  precedence  shall  be  given  in  the 
following  order  to  applications  in  the  following 
classes: 

(a)  former  regular  active  members'  wives,  hus- 
bands and  children,  who  are  prospective  trans- 
ferees of  the  Club  Debentures  of  such  former 
members. 

(b)  former  special  active  members'  wives,  hus- 
bands and  children,  who  apply  for  regular 
active  membership  within  such  time  after  the 
termination  of  the  membership  of  such  former 
members  as  the  Directors  shall  fix. 

(c)  former  junior  members  who  apply  for  regular 
active  membership  within  such  time  after  the 
termination  of  their  junior  memberships  as 
the  Directors  shall  fix. 
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(d)  non-resident  members  who  apply  for  regular 
active  membership. 

(e)  former  members  of  the  Club. 

Article  IX 

FAMILY  PRIVILEGES 

Section  i.  Each  member  of  the  Club,  and  his  or 
her  wife,  husband,  mother,  unmarried  or  widowed 
daughters,  sons  under  twenty-five  years  of  age,  and 
unmarried  or  widowed  sisters,  domiciled  with  the 
member,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Clubhouse  and  grounds  other  than  golf.  The  Di- 
rectors may  grant  family  privileges  to  such  other 
persons  as  they  see  fit. 

Article  X 

MEMBERS'  GOLF  PRIVILEGES 

Section  i.  Each  member  of  the  Club  and  the  mem- 
bers of  his  or  her  family  entitled  to  the  privileges  of 
the  Clubhouse  and  grounds,  may,  with  the  follow- 
ing exceptions,  play  golf  at  all  times  on  payment  of 
the  established  golf  fees: 

(a)  Members'  sons  between  sixteen  and  twenty- 
five  years  of  age  who  are  not  associate  or 
junior  members  of  the  Club  may  not  play 
golf  at  any  time  except  as  guests. 
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(b)  Golf  privileges  of  associate  members  may  be 
restricted  from  time  to  time  by  vote  of  the 
Directors. 

(c)  Sons,  daughters  and  sisters,  between  fourteen 
and  sixteen  years  of  age,  of  members  may  not 
play  golf  on  Saturday  afternoons,  Sunday 
mornings  or  holiday  mornings  during  April, 
May,  June,  September  or  October. 

(d)  Sons,  daughters  and  sisters,  twelve  and  thir- 
teen years  of  age,  of  members  may  play  golf 
only  upon  such  conditions  and  subject  to  such 
restrictions  as  the  Golf  Committee  may  from 
time  to  time,  with  the  approval  of  the  Direc- 
tors, prescribe. 

(e)  Children  under  twelve  years  of  age  shall  have 
no  golf  privileges. 

Article  XI 
GUESTS 

Section  i.  Guests  residing  more  than  thirty  miles 
from  the  Clubhouse  may  upon  the  invitation  of  a 
member  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club- 
house and  grounds,  including  golf,  for  such  period 
and  upon  such  terms  as  the  Directors  shall  deter- 
mine. They  may  play  golf  on  any  day  on  payment 
of  the  established  guest  fee,  and  need  not  be  accom- 
panied by  a  member. 
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Section  2.  Guests  residing  within  xhkvf  miles  of 
the  Clubhouse  may,  upon  invitation  of  a  member  or 
of  some  member  of  his  family  entitled  to  Clubhouse 
privileges  as  authorized  under  Article  IX,  Section  i, 
of  the  By-Laws,  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Clubhouse,  provided  they  are  accompanied  by  such 
member  or  by  such  member  of  his  family. 

Section  3.  Golf  playing  guests,  whether  residing 
within  thirty  miles  of  the  Clubhouse  or  not,  may  be 
introduced  by  members  for  a  day  or  any  part  thereof 
on  payment  of  the  established  guest  fee  and  subject 
to  the  following  conditions: 

{a)  That  during  the  months  of  April,  May,  June, 
September  and  October,  the  same  guest,  if 
residing  within  thirty  miles  of  the  Clubhouse, 
shall  not  play  golf  oftener  than  twice  in 
thirty  days. 

{b)  That  no  member  shall  introduce  more  than 
three  golf  playing  guests  on  the  same  day. 

{c)  That  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays  golf 
playing  guests  (other  than  guests  residing 
more  than  thirty  miles  from  the  Clubhouse 
and  introduced  for  a  longer  period  than  one 
day)  must  be  accompanied  by  the  members 
introducing  them,  and  that  on  other  days 
they  must  be  either  accompanied  by  such 
members  or  introduced  by  them  in  person, 
in  writing,  or  by  telephone. 
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Section^.  Members  introducing  guests  shall  be 
responsible  for  their  conduct,  for  all  indebtedness 
incurred  by  them,  and  for  all  damage  done  by  them 
to  Club  property. 

Article  XII 
TEMPORARY  CLUB  PRIVILEGES 

Section  i .  The  Directors  may  grant  temporary  Club 
privileges,  including  golf  privileges,  to  such  persons, 
for  such  periods  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  they  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Article  XIII 

TEMPORARY  WINTER  SPORTS  PRIVILEGES 

Section  i .  The  Winter  Sports  Committee  may  grant 
temporary  winter  sports  privileges  to  persons  who 
are  not  Club  members  or  entitled  to  family  privileges 
under  Club  memberships,  may  provide  for  the  intro- 
duction of  skating  and  other  winter  sports  guests, 
and  may  regulate  the  use  of  the  Club's  winter  sports 
equipment  and  facilities,  all  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  Directors  may  from  time  to  time 
approve,  provided  that  the  total  number  of  partici- 
pants under  such  temporary  winter  sports  privileges 
shall  not  exceed  six  hundred,  and  provided  that 
neither  such  participants  nor  their  guests  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  main  Clubhouse. 
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Article  XIV 

INITIATION  FEES, 
DUES,  GUEST  FEES  AND  CHARGES 

Section  i.  The  Directors  shall  have  power  by  a 
three-fifths  vote  of  the  entire  board  to  fix  and  refix 
from  time  to  time  the  amounts  of  all  initiation  fees, 
annual  dues,  fees  for  golf  privileges,  and  all  other 
fees  and  charges  payable  to  the  Club,  and  to  deter- 
mine from  time  to  time  how  and  when  such  fees, 
dues  and  charges  shall  be  payable. 

Section  2.  A  person  elected  to  membership  shall  be 
notified  of  his  election  by  the  Treasurer,  and  shall 
be  presented  with  a  bill  covering  such  immediate 
payments  as  he  is  required  to  make.  If  such  bill  is 
not  paid  within  ten  days  from  the  date  thereof  the 
election  of  such  person  may  be  declared  null  and 
void. 

Section  3.  A  person  elected  to  membership  shall  pay 
such  proportion  of  annual  dues  for  the  then  Club 
year  as  the  portion  of  such  year  subsequent  to  the 
date  of  such  election  bears  to  the  whole  of  such  year, 
such  apportionment  to  be  made  on  a  monthly  basis, 
a  fractional  part  of  a  month  to  be  disregarded  unless 
it  exceeds  thirteen  days,  in  which  case  it  shall  be 
considered  as  a  full  month. 

Section  4.  If  a  member  changes  from  one  class  of 
membership  to  another  the  difference,  if  any,  in  the 
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annual  dues  of  such  classes  of  membership  shall  be 
adjusted  as  of  the  date  of  such  change. 

Section  5.  The  Club  year  for  which  annual  dues 
and  charges  are  payable  shall  begin  November  i  of 
each  year  and  end  October  3 1  of  the  following  year. 

Section  6.  Notice  of  annual  dues  and  charges  shall 
be  sent  to  members  as  soon  as  is  practicable  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Club.  The  names  of  mem- 
bers whose  initiation  fees,  annual  dues  and  charges 
or  any  installment  thereof  remain  unpaid  thirty  (30) 
days  after  the  time  fixed  by  the  Directors  for  the 
payment  thereof  shall  be  reported  by  the  Treasurer 
to  the  Directors  for  such  action  as  they  may  deem 
proper. 

Section  7.  All  indebtedness  of  a  member  to  the 
Club,  except  for  his  Club  Debenture,  initiation  fee 
and  annual  dues,  shall  be  paid  before  the  twentieth 
day  of  the  month  following  that  in  which  such  in- 
debtedness was  incurred.  If  such  indebtedness  ex- 
ceeds 1 5  and  is  not  so  paid,  the  member  shall  be 
notified  by  the  Treasurer,  and  if  it  is  not  paid  by  the 
thirtieth  of  such  month  his  name  may  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Treasurer  be  posted.  If  such  indebt- 
edness is  not  paid  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  the 
second  month  following  that  in  which  such  in- 
debtedness was  incurred,  the  member  shall  receive 
no  further  credit  and  by  vote  of  the  Directors  may 
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be  expelled  from  the  Club.  The  Directors  may,  how- 
ever, for  good  cause  and  after  payment  of  all  in- 
debtedness to  the  Club  reinstate  a  member  who  has 
been  so  expelled. 

Article  XV 
LIABILITY  FOR  FAMILY  INDEBTEDNESS 

Section  i .  A  member  shall  be  liable  for  all  indebted- 
ness to  the  Club  incurred  by  persons  entitled  to 
family  privileges  under  his  membership,  by  his  sons 
who  are  associate  members  and  by  his  sons  and 
sons-in-law  who  are  junior  members. 

Article  XVI 

RESIGNATIONS 

Section  i .  Resignations  of  members  must  be  in  writ- 
ing and  in  order  to  relieve  such  members  from  li- 
ability for  annual  dues  for  the  ensuing  year  must  be 
delivered  to  the  Secretary  before  November  i. 

Article  XVII 
REMISSION  OF  INDEBTEDNESS 

Section  i .  The  Directors  may  at  their  discretion  in 
any  particular  case  remit  or  cancel  in  whole  or  in 
part  the  annual  dues  or  any  indebtedness  of  any 
member  or  former  member  of  the  Club. 
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Article  XVIII 

TERMINATION  OF  INTEREST  IN  CLUB  PROPERTY 

Section  i.  The  death,  resignation  or  other  termina- 
tion of  the  membership  of  a  regular  or  special  active 
member  shall  terminate  all  interest  which  such  mem- 
ber may  have  in  the  property  of  the  Club,  except 
such  interest,  if  any,  as  such  member  may  have  as  a 
creditor  of  the  Club. 


Article  XIX 
EXPULSION  OR  SUSPENSION  OF  MEMBERS 

Section  i .  The  Directors  may  expel  or  suspend  any 
member  of  the  Club  whose  conduct  is  found  by  them 
to  be  prejudicial  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Club  or 
to  the  game  of  golf,  provided^  however,  that  the 
member  shall  have  had  at  least  ten  days'  written  no- 
tice of  the  charges  against  him  and  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  in  his  own  defence. 


Article  XX 

CONTRACTS  AND  EXPENDITURES 

Section  i.  No  contract  for  repairs,  alterations  or 
other  special  expenses  above  budget  appropriations 
shall  be  made  by  any  committee  until  the  same  has 
been  approved  by  the  Directors. 
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Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  not  pay  out  any 
money  above  budget  appropriations  without  the 
approval  of  the  Directors. 

Article  XXI 

GRATUITIES 

Section  i.  No  member  or  guest  shall  give  money 
or  other  gratuity  to  anyone  in  the  employ  of  the 
Club  without  the  approval  of  the  Directors. 

Article  XXII 
LOST  ARTICLES 

Section  i.  The  Club  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
articles  lost  or  missing  from  the  Clubhouse  or 
premises. 

Article  XXIII 

AMENDMENTS 

Section  i.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a 
three-fifths  vote  of  all  the  Directors,  five  days'  writ- 
ten notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  having  been 
sent  to  each  Director. 
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Article  I 
DEBENTURES 

Section  i .  Club  Debentures  shall  be  paid  for  in  full 
within  ten  days  after  date  of  bill  rendered  by  the 
Club  therefor,  provided,  however,  that  the  President 
and  Treasurer  may,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Di- 
rectors, authorize  such  payment  to  be  made  in  any 
particular  case  or  class  of  cases  in  installments,  each 
payable  within  ten  days  after  date  of  bill  rendered 
by  the  Club  therefor,  the  deferred  payments  to  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum  from 
the  due  date  of  the  first  installment. 

Article  II 
INITIATION 

Section  i .  A  person  elected  a  regular  active  member 
shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $  loo,  provided,  however, 
(a)  that  if  such  person  is  the  wife,  husband  or  child 
of  a  former  regular  active  member  and  is  the  trans- 
feree of  the  Club  Debenture  of  such  former  mem- 
ber, or  is  the  wife,  husband  or  child  of  a  former 
special  active  member  and  is  seeking  regular  active 
membership  in  place  of  such  former  special  active 
member,  he  or  she  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pay- 
ment of  any  initiation  fee,  and  (b)  that  if  such 
person  is  a  former  junior  member  seeking  regular 
active  membership  in  place  of  his  junior  member- 
ship, his  initiation  fee  shall  be  $50  instead  of  |ioo. 
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Section  2.  A  person  elected  a  non-resident  member 
shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $50. 

Section  3.  Junior,  associate,  Army  and  Navy  and 
honorary  members  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pay- 
ment of  any  initiation  fee. 

Section  4.  Initiation  fees  shall  be  payable  in  full 
within  ten  days  after  date  of  bill  rendered  by  the 
Club  therefor,  or,  if  the  person  elected  to  member- 
ship desires,  in  three  equal  annual  installments,  each 
payable  within  ten  days  after  date  of  bill  rendered 
by  the  Club  therefor. 

(By  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors  the  payment  of 
an  initiation  fee  has  been  waived  until  further  notice.) 

Article  III 
ANNUAL  DUES 
Section  i .  Annual  dues  of  members  beginning  as  of 


November  i,  1938,  shall  be  as  follows:

Privileges  (limited  to  unmarried  women)  75.00 

Special  Active  Members   170.00 

Junior  Members   25.00

Non-Resident  Members    62.50 
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Section  2.  Annual  dues  and  charges  shall  be  pay- 
able in  full  on  November  i  of  each  year,  or,  if  a 
member  desires,  in  equal  semi-annual  installments 
on  the  first  days  of  November  and  May,  or  in  equal 
quarterly  installments  on  the  first  days  of  November, 
February,  May  and  August. 

Article  IV 
GOLF  PRIVILEGE  FEES 

Section  i.  Fees  shall  be  charged  for  all  golf  privi- 
leges, except  those  of  honorary  members,  and  may 
be  charged  at  the  election  of  members  upon  either  a 
yearly  or  daily  basis,  as  follows: 

{a)  The  fee  for  golf  privileges  for  the  Club  year 
or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  $25  for  each  of 
the  first  two  persons  and  $12.50  for  each 
additional  person  in  a  family,  other  than 
juniors  and  associates,  and  $12.50  a  person 
for  juniors,  associates  and  persons  entitled  to 
the  privileges  of  the  Club  under  their  mem- 
berships. 

{b)  The  fee  for  golf  privileges  for  a  day  or  any 
part  thereof  shall  be  $2  a  person. 

Article  V 
GOLF  GUEST  FEES 

Section  i .  The  fee  for  a  golf  playing  guest  shall  be 
$3  a  day  or  any  part  thereof,  except  between  No- 
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vember  30  and  April  i,  when  it  shall  be  $2  a  day  or 
any  part  thereof,  provided,  hoivever,  that  if  the  golf 
playing  guest  is  a  son,  son-in-law,  daughter  or  daugh- 
ter-in-law of  a  member,  and  is  playing  as  that  mem- 
ber's guest,  the  fee  shall  be  $2  a  day  or  any  part 
thereof. 


HOUSE  RULES 

Rule  I 

Matters  pertaining  to  the  Clubhouse  and  garage  are 
in  charge  of  the  House  Committee,  and  all  sugges- 
tions and  complaints  relating  thereto  should  be  made 
in  writing  to  this  committee. 

Rule  II 

Members  or  guests  are  requested  not  to  reprimand 
Club  employees.  Any  complaint  shall  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  House  Committee  and  will  receive 
prompt  attention. 

Rule  III 

The  bedrooms  in  the  Clubhouse  may  be  rented  by 
the  day  or  month  at  such  rates  and  for  such  periods 
as  determined  by  the  House  Committee. 

Rule  IV 

Members  and  guests  are  not  allowed  in  the  serving 
room  or  kitchen. 
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Rule  V 

Arrangements  for  private  entertainments  may  be 
made  with  the  manager,  but  must  be  authorized  by 
the  House  Committee. 

Rule  VI 

Members  desiring  to  pay  cash  shall  sign  and  write 
"  cash  "  on  their  checks. 

Rule  VII 

Spiked  or  hobnailed  shoes  must  not  be  worn  in  the 
Clubhouse  above  the  locker  room  floor. 

Rule  VIII 

No  member  or  guest  shall,  under  any  pretext  what- 
ever, give  money  or  other  gratuity  to  a  Club  em- 
ployee. 

Rule  IX 

Dogs  are  not  allowed  in  the  Clubhouse. 

Rule  X 

Members  desiring  lockers  should  make  written  ap- 
plication to  the  House  Committee.  Members  who 
have  lockers  must  include  locker  rent  with  their 
dues,  and  any  failure  to  do  so  will  be  construed  that 
the  lockers  are  no  longer  wanted  and  all  such  lockers 
will  be  assigned  to  other  members. 

Rule  XI 

The  Clubhouse  will  be  closed  at  1 1  p.m.  and  after 
that  hour  admittance  may  be  claimed  by  lodgers 
only.

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CONSTITUTION 
Article  I 

Section  1.  The  name  shall  be  the  Brae  Burn 
Country  Club,  and  the  Club  shall  be  located  in 
Newton,  Massachusetts. 

Section  2.  The  membership  of  the  Club  shall  con- 
sist of  Active  (on  and  after  April  2,  1923,  to  be 
divided  into  two  classes,  to  wit:  Regular  Active 
and  Special  Active),  Junior,  Associate,  Army  and 
Navy,  Honorary,  and  Non-resident  Members,  and 
such  other  classes  of  membership  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  from  time  to  time  establish,  and 
shall  be  limited  to  such  numbers  and  be  subject  to 
such  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
determine  by  a  three-fifths  vote  of  the  entire  Board, 
provided  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  any  provisions  contained  in  this  Constitution 
and  that  the  number  of  Active  Members  shall  not 
exceed  eight  hundred.  Only  Active  Members  shall 
be  entitled  to  any  interest  in  the  property  of  the 
Club  or  to  vote. 

Section  3.  Every  active  member  on  April  2,  1923, 
shall  forthwith  become  a  special  active  member. 
No  other  person  shall  be  admitted  to  special  active 
membership.  The  annual  dues  of  special  active 
members  shall  be  fifty  dollars  more  than  the  annual 
dues  of  regular  active  members. 
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Section  4.  Every  special  active  member  who  shall 
acquire  a  Debenture  (issued  under  Article  XII) 
shall  forthwith  become  a  regular  active  member. 
No  new  active  members  shall  be  admitted  to  mem- 
bership except  regular  active  members.  Any  person 
who  has  been  elected  to  regular  active  membership 
must  acquire  and  own  a  Debenture  in  order  to 
qualify  as  a  regular  active  member.  The  member- 
ship of  any  regular  active  member  who  disposes  of 
his  Debenture  (unless  it  shall  be  called  for  payment) 
shall  forthwith  terminate,  but  such  termination 
shall  not  affect  the  liability  of  such  members  for  all 
dues,  fees,  and  other  charges,  then  due  or  accrued. 

Section  5.  A  Committee  on  Admissions ,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  its  first 
meeting  after  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year  to 
hold  office  for  the  respective  terms  for  which  they 
are  appointed  and  until* their  successors  shall  be 
appointed.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Secretary,  two  Directors  and  six  active  mem- 
bers who  are  not  Directors.  The  Secretary  shall 
be  a  permanent  member  of  the  committee  and  shall 
succeed  himself.  No  other  member  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  appointed  for  more  than  two  con- 
secutive terms.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  members 
of  the  original  committee  shall  be  so  arranged  that 
one  Director  and  two  active  members  shall  be 
appointed  for  one  year,  one  Director  and  two  active 
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members  for  two  years,  and  the  Secretary  and  two 
active  members  for  three  years.  The  vacancies 
created  by  the  expiration  of  the  several  terms  shall 
be  filled  for  terms  of  three  years  each.  The  com- 
mittee shall  have  the  sole  power  of  election  of 
members  (except  honorary  members)  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.  Election  shall 
be  by  secret  ballot,  and  one  adverse  ballot  shall 
reject. 

Article  II 

Section  1.  The  object  of  the  Club  shalj  be  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  suitable  grounds 
for  the  encouragement  of  athletic  -exercises  and 
sports,  and  especially  for  the  playing,  advancement, 
and  cultivation  of  the  royal  and  ancient  gam©*  of 
golf,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Clubhouse  with 
suitable  appointments  and  accessories  for  the  use 
of  Club  members  and  their  guests. 

Article  III 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Second  Vice-President,  a  Treas- 
urer, a  Secretary  and  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of 
fifteen  members  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  active 
members  of  the  Club  by  ballot.    All  other  officers 
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named  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  elected  or 
chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors  from  their  own 
number,  the  term  of  office  of  those  elected  or  chosen 
in  1929  expiring  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  and 
the  term  of  office  of  those  elected  or  chosen  in  1930 
and  thereafter  expiring  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
at  which  there  is  an  election  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  in 
1930  there  shall  be  elected  five  Directors  for  the 
term  of  two  years,  five  Directors  for  the  term  of 
four  years,  and  five  Directors  for  the  term  of  six 
years.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  every  second  year 
thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  five  Directors  for 
the  term  of  six  years. 

Section  4.  No  Directors  other  than  a  Director  who 
is  President,  Treasurer,  or  Secretary  at  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term  of  office  as  a  Director  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election  within  one  year  after  the  expiration 
of  such  term  of  office.  No  two  of  the  offices  of 
President,  Vice-President,  Second  Vice-President, 
Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  be  held  by  the  same 
person. 

Section.  5.  Any  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the 
Board.  The  new  Director  so  elected  shall  hold 
office  for  the  balance  of  the  term  for  which  his 
predecessor  was  elected. 
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Section  6.  All  officers  must  be  active  members  of 
the  Club  and  shall  continue  to  hold  office  after  the 
expiration  of  their  respective  terms  until  their 
successors  are  elected. 

Article  IV 

Section  1.  The  Fiscal  Year  shall  be  from  Sep- 
tember 1  to  August  31  of  the  following  year. 

Article  V 

Section  1.  All  meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  at 
the  Clubhouse  in  West  Newton,  Massachusetts, 
unless  some  other  place  in  Newton  or  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  be  named  in  the  notice  of  the  meet- 
ing by  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October  in  each 
year.  Special  meetings  of  the  Club  may  be  called 
at  any  time  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  The  order  of  business  at  the  annual 
meeting  shall  be: 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes 

2.  Report  of  the  Treasurer 

3.  Report  of  the  Secretary 

4.  Report  of  the  President 

5.  Other  Reports  and  Communications 

6.  Election  of  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year 

7.  New  Business 
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Section  4.  Notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Club  stat- 
ing the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  of  its 
purposes,  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  by  mailing 
a  copy  postpaid  and  addressed  to  each  active  mem- 
ber at  his  registered  address  at  least  seven  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting.  Notice  of  any 
meeting  may  be  waived  in  writing  by  any  active 
member. 

Section  5.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  a  quorum 
at  a  Club  meeting  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  five 
active  members,  who  shall  represent  in  person  or  by 
proxy  three-tenths  of  all  the  active  members.  If 
no  quorum  is  present,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
adjourn  the  meeting  to  any  other  time  within  two 
weeks,  and  in  like  manner  from  time  to  time  until  a 
quorum  is  obtained;  provided,  however,  that  any 
meeting  at  which  an  election  of  Directors  is  to  be 
held,  such  election  may  be  held  notwithstanding  the 
absence  of  such  a  quorum  if  the  ballots  of  at  least 
three-tenths  of  all  the  active  members  are  cast  for 
Directors  at  or  before  such  meeting. 

Section  6.  At  all  Club  meetings  each  Active  Mem- 
ber shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  No  ballots  shall 
be  cast  by  proxy  in  the  election  of  Directors,  except 
that  a  ballot  signed  by  the  member  casting  it  may 
be  delivered  by  another  person.  Except  as  provided 
in  the  preceding  sentence  absent  members  may  vote 
by  proxy  authorized  in  writing.   All  proxies  shall  be 
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filed  with  the  Secretary  at  or  before  the  time  of 
voting. 

Section  7.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Club,  Honorary 
Membership  may  be  conferred  by  a  unanimous  vote, 
the  candidate  having  been  proposed  as  required  for 
Active  Membership. 

Section  8.  Meetings  of  the  Directors  may  be  held 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  determine,  due 
notice  of  which  must  be  sent  to  each  Director  by 
the  Secretary.  Meetings  shall  be  called  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  President  or  of  not  less  than  two  of  the 
Directors.  Four  members  must  be  present  to  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  All 
matters  except  those  specially  provided  for  herein- 
after shall  be  decided  at  any  meeting  by  a  majority 
vote. 

Article  VI 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  nominating  committee 
for  the  nomination  of  Directors.  This  committee 
shall  consist  of  the  President  and  four  other  active 
members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  four  members  so  appointed  shall  hold  office 
until  the  next  annual  meeting  at  which  there  is  an 
election  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  Nominations  shall  be  posted  on  the  golf 
bulletin  board  and  at  the  Club  office  counter  at 
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least  four  weeks  before  the  date  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing at  which  the  Directors  are  to  be  elected.  Addi- 
tional nominations  shall  be  placed  on  the  ballot  on 
the  written  petition  of  twenty -five  active  members 
received  by  the  Secretary  not  later  than  twenty 
days  before  the  date  of  such  annual  meeting. 

Section  3.  Ballots  containing  the  names  of  the 
Directors  so  nominated  shall  be  mailed  by  the  Sec- 
retary to  all  active  members  of  the  Club  not  earlier 
than  19  days  and  not  less  than  14  days  before  the 
date  fixed  for  the  annual  meeting  at  which  the 
Directors  are  to  be  elected.  Ballots  may  be  cast  by 
mailing  or  delivery  to  the  Secretary  prior  to  the 
meeting,  or  may  be  cast  at  the  meeting.  No  ballot 
shall  be  counted  unless  signed  by  the  member  casting 
it.  Ballots  not  cast  at  the  meeting,  in  order  to  be 
counted  must  be  received  at  the  place  designated 
for  the  meeting  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  meeting 
or  any  adjournment  thereof. 

Article  VII 
Section  1.  The  Directors  shall  make  such  rules 
for  the  use  of  the  property  of  the  Club  and  for  the 
management  thereof  as  they  may  find  expedient. 
They  shall  control  the  expenses  and  charges  of  the 
Club,  authorize  the  employment  of  such  assistants 
and  servants  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  and 
receive  and  consider  complaints,  providing  that  such 
complaints  are  properly  made  in  writing. 
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Section  2.  So  far  as  not  inconsistent  with  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  they  shall  have 
the  power  to  appoint  any  necessary  sub-committees, 
either  from  their  own  number  or  from  the  other 
members  of  the  Club,  and  to  abolish  such  com- 
mittees or  remove  any  member  thereof. 

Section  3.  To  fix  the  time  and  place  of  meetings 
and  to  define  and  determine  the  duties  and  powers 
of  all  the  committees. 

Section  4.  To  expel  and  suspend  members  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  entire  Board. 

Section  5.  To  fix  and  enforce  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  Rules. 

Section  6.  To  call  special  meetings  of  the  Club  to 
consider  specific  subjects. 

Section  7.  To  make,  alter,  and  amend  rules  for 
their  own  government,  and  to  fix  and  enforce 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  such  rules. 

Section  8.  To  have  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
Club  audited  each  year  by  a  public  accountant. 

Section  9.  To  fix  the  amount  of  Initiation  Fee, 
Annual  Dues,  and  other  Fees. 

Section  10.  To  create  a  temporary  Skating  Mem- 
bership and  to  provide  for  the  admission  of  members. 
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Section  11.  To  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club, 
in  their  discretion,  to  persons  who  have  achieved 
distinction  in  any  line  of  endeavor. 

Section  12.  To  select  the  Insignia  and  Colors  of 
the  Club. 

Article  VIII 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  shall 
appoint  all  committees  except  the  nominating  com- 
mittee, and  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  shall 
sign  all  checks  except  as  provided  in  Section  1  of 
Article  IX;  and  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision 
of  the  Club's  affairs. 

Section  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  the 
Vice-President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Second  Vice- 
President,  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President. 
In  the  absence  of  both  the  President  and  the  two 
Vice-Presidents  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  choose 
one  of  their  number  to  be  President  pro  tempore. 

Article  IX 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  dues 
and  initiation  fees,  and  shall  have  charge  of  all  the 
funds  and  accounts  of  the  Club.  He  shall  pay  all 
bills  of  less  than  ten  dollars  at  his  discretion,  and 
all  over  ten  dollars  that  have  been  approved  by 
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the  respective  committees  or  their  duly  authorized 
agents.  He  may  delegate  such  of  his  duties  to  such 
persons  or  agents  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
approve.  He  shall  present  an  account  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  Club  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Club,  submit  a  detailed  report,  approved  by 
the  Finance  Committee,  upon  the  financial  trans- 
actions of  the  Club  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  He 
shall  have  the  custody  of  the  Club's  seal. 

Article  X 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall  be  sworn,  and  shall 
keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  Club  and  Directors' 
meetings,  and  perform  all  other  duties  incident  to 
his  oflBce.  In  his  absence  from  any  meeting  a 
Secretary  pro  tempore  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President.  The  Secretary  shall  attend  to  all  official 
correspondence  of  the  Club,  and  shall  give  notice 
of  all  meetings  and  such  other  events  as  may  be 
necessary  from  time  to  time.  At  the  annual  meeting 
the  Secretary  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  previous 
year's  history  of  the  Club. 

Article  XI 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  appoint  annually 
the  following  Standing  Committees;  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  each  committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum: 
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A  Finance  Committee    A  Golf  Committee 
A  House  Committee       A  Tennis  Committee 
A  Greens  Committee     A  Winter  Sports  Committee 
A  Woman's  Golf  Committee 

and  such  other  additional  or  substituted  Standing 
Committees  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  from 
time  to  time  approve.  Each  committee  may  ap- 
point an  agent  to  approve  bills  for  payment. 

Section  2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of 
five  members, — the  Treasurer  and  four  others.  This 
committee  shall  prepare  the  annual  budget,  have 
general  supervision  of  the  finances  of  the  Club  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  delegated  to  it 
by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  con- 
trol of  all  matters  relating  to  the  Clubhouse  and 
all  entertainments  held  therein. 

Section  4.  The  Greens  Committee  shall  have  charge 
of  the  links  and  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  up- 
keep and  maintenance  of  the  golf  grounds. 

Section  5.  The  Golf  Committee  shall  have  control 
of  all  golf  tournaments,  handicapping,  and  all  other 
matters  pertaining  to  golf.  The  chairman  of  this 
committee  shall  be  the  Captain  of  the  Club. 
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Section  6.  The  Tennis  Committee  shall  have  charge 
of  the  tennis  courts  and  all  matters  pertaining  to 
tennis. 

Section  7.  The  Winter  Sports  Committee  shall 
have  charge  of  the  pond,  ice  carnivals,  and  all 
winter  sports. 

Section  8.  The  Women's  Golf  Committee  shall 
have  charge  of  all  women's  Club  tournaments,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Golf  Committee. 

Article  XII 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  issue  and 
sell  non-interest  bearing  notes  of  the  Club  (to  be 
called  "Debentures")  of  the  face  value  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  such  Debentures  to  be  dated 
April  2,  1923,  and  payable  fifty  years  after  date, 
such  Debentures  to  be  called  as  a  whole  by  vote 
of  the  Club  on  thirty  days'  notice  at  their  face  value. 
All  Debentures  shall  become  due  and  payable  in 
any  event  forthwith  upon  insolvency,  bankruptcy, 
dissolution,  or  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  the  Club. 

Section  2.  Such  Debentures  may  be  sold  only  to 
special  active  members  or  to  persons  who  shall  have 
been  elected  to  regular  active  membership  and  not 
more  than  one  such  Debenture  may  be  issued  or 
sold  to  any  one  such  person. 
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Section  3.  Except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  Article  XII  such  Debentures  shall  be 
issued  and/ or  sold  for  such  amounts  and  upon  such 
terms  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  from  time  to 
time  determine. 

Section  4i.  Unless  otherwise  authorized  by  vote  of 
the  Club  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  con- 
sented to  or  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  regular 
active  members  in  writing  or  by  their  affirmative 
votes  at  such  meeting,  the  proceeds  of  the  Deben- 
tures shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  the 
bonds  or  other  indebtedness  of  the  Club  outstanding 
on  March  7,  1923,  or  for  such  additions  or  improve- 
ments as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, or  for  the  purchase  or  retirement  of  outstanding 
Debentures,  and  until  so  used  shall  be  placed  on 
deposit  in  a  separate  account  in  some  national  bank 
or  trust  company  in  Massachusetts,  or  invested  in 
securities  legal  for  Massachusetts  savings  banks; 
provided,  however,  that  not  more  than  $10,000  may 
be  expended  in  any  one  year  for  additions  or  im- 
provements (except  such  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  completion  of  the  nine-hole  golf  course  opened 
in  1922)  unless  expressly  authorized  by  vote  of  the 
Club  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  at  which 
at  least  three-tenths  of  all  the  regular  active  members 
are  present  in  person  or  represented  by  proxy,  which 
vote  must  include  the  affirmative  votes  of  at  least  a 
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majority  of  the  regular  active  members  so  present 
or  represented. 

Section  5.  No  sale  or  mortgage  of  the  land  or 
buildings  of  the  Club,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be 
made  unless  authorized  at  a  meeting  of  the  Club 
duly  called  for  the  purpose  and  consented  to  or 
approved  in  writing  or  by  the  affirmative  votes  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  regular  active  members. 

Section  6.  On  the  death,  resignation  or  other 
termination  of  the  membership  of  a  regular  active 
member,  his  Debenture  may  be  bequeathed  or 
otherwise  transferred  to  any  member  of  his  family 
{i.  e.y  the  wife  or  husband  and  children),  provided 
such  member  is  elected  to  regular  active  member- 
ship. The  application  of  such  prospective  trans- 
feree shall  be  acted  upon  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  committee  or  other  body  having  the  power  of 
election  of  active  members  after  notice  from  such 
proposed  transferee  in  precedence  to  the  applica- 
tion of  any  other  person  on  the  waiting  list.  Un- 
less so  transferred  within  such  time  as  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  determine  to  be  reasonable,  or 
purchased  by  the  Club  as  hereinafter  provided  in 
Section  7  of  this  Article  XII,  the  Debenture,  duly 
endorsed  in  blank  for  transfer,  shall  be  surrendered 
to  the  Club  and  the  Club  shall  hold  it  for  the  benefit 
of  the  person  so  surrendering  it,  and,  when  deemed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  be  practicable  and  for 
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the  best  interests  of  the  Club,  the  Club  shall  sell  it 
to  some  person  elected  to  regular  active  membership 
or  to  some  special  active  member,  and  shall  pay  over 
to  the  person  so  surrendering  the  same  the  amount 
received  from  such  sale,  less  any  amount  which  may 
be  due  the  Club  from  such  retired  or  deceased 
member  and  any  expenses  it  incurred  in  connection 
with  such  sale,  provided^  however,  that  the  Club  shall 
not  without  the  consent  of  the  person  for  whose 
benefit  any  such  Debenture  is  held,  sell  any  such 
Debenture  for  less  than  its  face  amount  nor  upon 
terms  other  than  cash  in  full  at  time  of  delivery.  If 
at  any  time  the  Club  shall  hold  two  or  more  De- 
bentures for  the  benefit  of  retired  members  or  of  the 
estates  of  deceased  members,  it  may  sell  such  De- 
bentures in  such  order  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  determine  and  without  regard  to  the  order  in 
which  the  Debentures  were  surrendered  to  the  Club. 

Section  7.  The  Club  may  purchase  Debentures 
from  retired  members  or  their  estates  and  sell  the 
same  to  persons  elected  to  regular  active  membership 
or  to  special  active  members,  all  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  from 
time  to  time  deem  advisable. 

Article  XIII 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Club,  duly  called  for  the  pur- 
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pose,  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  active  mem- 
bers who  are  present  in  person  or  represented  by 
proxy;  provided,  however ,  that  any  amendment  of 
Article  XII  or  of  Sections  2,  3  or  4  of  Article  I 
shall  also  require  an  affirmative  vote  at  such  meet- 
ing of  a  majority  of  the  entire  number  of  regular 
active  members.  The  notice  of  any  such  meeting 
must  state  the  gist  of  the  proposed  amendments. 
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BY-LAWS 

Article  I 
REGULAR  ACTIVE  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Any  man  or  woman  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age  may  be  elected  a  regular  active  member 
of  the  Club. 

Article  II 
SPECIAL  ACTIVE  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  A  special  active  member  is  a  person  who 
was  an  active  member  on  April  2,  1923,  and  who 
has  not  purchased  a  Club  Debenture.  He  may  at 
any  time  become  a  regular  active  member  by  pur- 
chasing a  Club  Debenture. 

Article  III 
JUNIOR  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Any  son  or  son-in-law,  between  twenty- 
one  and  thirty-one  years  of  age,  of  any  member 
may  be  elected  a  junior  member  of  the  Club.  His 
membership  shall  end  when  he  reaches  thirty-one 
years  of  age,  or  upon  the  termination  prior  thereto 
of  the  senior  membership  upon  which  such  junior 
membership  is  based. 
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Article  III-A 
SPECIAL  JUNIOR  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  A  special  junior  member  is  a  man  over 
twenty-one  and  under  thirty-five  years  of  age 
elected  as  such  before  April  22,  1936,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Sections  2,  3  and  4  of  this  Article 
III-A.  No  other  person  shall  be  admitted  to  special 
junior  membership. 

Section  2.  Any  man  elected  to  such  membership 
must  agree  to  purchase  from  or  through  the  Club  a 
Club  Debenture  at  its  face  value  of  $500,  to  be  paid 
for  without  interest  on  deferred  payments  as 
follows — $250  in  as  many  equal  annual  installments 
in  advance  as  there  are  years  between  the  date  of 
his  election  and  the  date  when  he  would  if  continu- 
ing to  live  reach  the  age  of  thirty-five  years,  such  in- 
stallments to  be  payable  within  ten  days  after  date 
of  bill  rendered  by  the  Club  therefor;  and  the  re- 
maining $250  when  he  reaches  the  age  of  thirty-five 
years,  provided,  however,  that  if  there  are  then  any 
Debentures  of  former  regular  active  members  avail- 
able at  less  than  face  value,  such  final  payment  of 
$250  shall  be  reduced  to  such  amount  as  shall  with 
such  prior  payments  on  account  equal  the  lowest 
price  at  which  any  such  Debenture  is  then  available 
at  less  than  face  value. 

Section  3.  The  membership  of  a  man  elected  a 
special  junior  member  shall,  if  not  sooner  terminated, 
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end  when  such  member  reaches  the  age  of  thirty -five 
years;  but,  upon  completing  payment  for  a  Deben- 
ture as  hereinbefore  provided  in  Section  2  of  this 
Article  III-A,  he  shall  forthwith  become  a  regular 
active  member  of  the  Club. 

Section  4.  In  event  of  the  death,  resignation  or 
other  termination  of  the  membership  of  a  special 
junior  member  before  reaching  the  age  of  thirty- 
five  years,  or  of  his  failure  to  complete  payment  for  a 
Debenture  upon  reaching  the  age  of  thirty-five 
years  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  Section  2  of  this 
Article  III-A,  one-half  part  of  all  payments  made 
by  him  to  the  Club  towards  the  purchase  of  a 
Debenture  shall  forthwith  become  the  absolute 
property  of  the  Club,  and  the  other  half  part  of  such 
payments  shall  be  repaid  by  the  Club  to  him  or  to 
his  estate,  without  interest,  less  any  amount  which 
may  be  due  the  Club  from  him. 

Article  IV 
ASSOCIATE  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Any  son,  between  sixteen  and  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  of  any  member  may  be  elected  an 
associate  member  of  the  Club.  His  membership 
shall  end  when  he  reaches  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
or  upon  the  termination  prior  thereto  of  the  senior 
membership  upon  which  such  associate  membership 
is  based. 
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Article  V 
ARMY  AND  NAVY  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Any  officer  of  the  Army  and  Navy  of 
the  United  States  in  active  miUtary  or  naval  service 
(not  retired)  may  be  elected  an  Army  and  Navy 
member  of  the  Club. 

Article  VI 

NON-RESIDENT  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Any  man  or  woman  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age  and  having  no  usual  place  of  residence, 
business  or  study  within  thirty  miles  of  the  Club- 
house may  be  elected  a  non-resident  member  of  the 
Club. 

Section  2.  A  non-resident  member  who  acquires  a 
usual  place  of  residence,  business  or  study  within 
thirty  miles  of  the  Clubhouse  shall  thereupon  cease 
to  be  a  non-resident  member;  but  he  may  then 
apply  for  transfer  to  a  regular  active  membership, 
and  such  application  shall  be  granted  as  soon  as 
there  is  an  available  vacancy  in  such  membership. 
Upon  such  transfer  he  shall  purchase  a  Club  Deben- 
ture, pay  the  difference  between  the  initiation  fee 
paid  by  him  as  a  non-resident  member  and  the 
initiation  fee  payable  by  a  regular  active  member  at 
the  time  of  such  transfer,  and  pay  his  proportionate 
part  of  the  annual  dues  of  a  regular  active  member 
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for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  then  current  Club 
year. 

Section  3.  A  regular  or  special  active  member  who 
has  no  usual  place  of  residence,  business  or  study 
within  thirty  miles  of  the  Clubhouse  may,  by  giving 
written  notice  to  the  Secretary,  terminate  his  active 
membership  and  become  a  non-resident  member  at 
the  expiration  of  the  then  current  Club  half  year. 
He  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  rebate  on  account  of 
the  initiation  fee  paid  by  him  as  an  active  member. 

Article  VII 

MEMBERSHIP  LIMITATIONS  AND  RESTRICTIONS 

Section  1.  The  total  number  of  regular  active  and 
special  junior  members  of  the  Club  shall  not  exceed 
six  hundred  and  fifty. 

Article  VIII 

PROPOSAL  AND  ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS 

Section  1.  Proposals  and  applications  for  member- 
ship shall  be  made  in  such  form,  and  proposers  and 
applicants  shall  comply  with  such  requirements  as 
the  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  from  time  to 
time  prescribe.  Such  proposals  and  applications 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary.  They  shall  be 
considered  by  the  Committee  on  Admissions  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  received  by  the  Secretary, 
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provided,  however,  that  precedence  shall  be  given  in 
the  following  order  to  applications  in  the  following 
classes : 

(a)  former  regular  active  members'  wives,  hus- 
bands and  children,  who  are  prospective  trans- 
ferees of  the  Club  Debentures  of  such  former 
members. 

(6)  former  special  active  members'  wives,  hus- 
bands and  children,  who  apply  for  regular 
active  membership  within  such  time  after  the 
termination  of  the  membership  of  such  former 
members  as  the  Directors  shall  fix. 

(c)  former  junior  members  who  apply  for  regular 
active  membership  within  such  time  after  the 
termination  of  their  junior  memberships  as 
the  Directors  shall  fix. 

(d)  non-resident  members  who  apply  for  regular 
active  membership. 

{e)  former  members  of  the  Club. 


Abticle  IX 

FAMILY  PRIVILEGES 

Section  1.  Each  member  of  the  Club,  and  his  or 
her  wife,  husband,  mother,  unmarried  or  widowed 
daughters,  sons  under  twenty-five  years  of  age,  and 
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unmarried  or  widowed  sisters,  domiciled  with  the 
member,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Clubhouse  and  grounds  other  than  golf.  The 
Directors  may  grant  family  privileges  to  such  other 
persons  as  they  see  fit. 

Article  X 
MEMBERS'  GOLF  PRIVILEGES 

Section  1.  Each  member  of  the  Club  and  the 
members  of  his  or  her  family  entitled  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Clubhouse  and  grounds,  may,  with  the 
following  exceptions,  play  golf  at  all  times  on  pay- 
ment of  the  established  golf  fees : 

(a)  Members'  sons  between  sixteen  and  twenty- 
five  years  of  age  who  are  not  associate  or 
junior  members  of  the  Club  may  not  play 
golf  at  any  time  except  as  guests. 

(6)  Golf  privileges  of  associate  members  may  be 
restricted  from  time  to  time  by  vote  of  the 
Directors. 

(c)  Sons,  daughters  and  sisters,  between  fourteen 
and  sixteen  years  of  age,  of  members  may  not 
play  golf  on  Saturday  afternoons,  Sunday 
mornings  or  holiday  mornings  during  April, 
May,  June,  September  or  October. 
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(d)  Sons,  daughters  and  sisters,  twelve  and  thir- 
teen years  of  age,  of  members  may  play  golf 
only  upon  such  conditions  and  subject  to  such 
restrictions  as  the  Golf  Committee  may  from 
time  to  time,  with  the  approval  of  the  Direc- 
tors, prescribe. 

(e)  Children  under  twelve  years  of  age  shall  have 
no  golf  privilege. 

Article  XI 
GUESTS 

Section  1.  Guests  residing  more  than  thirty  miles 
from  the  Clubhouse  may  upon  the  invitation  of  a 
member  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club- 
house and  grounds,  including  golf,  for  such  period 
and  upon  such  terms  as  the  Directors  shall  deter- 
mine. They  may  play  golf  on  any  day  on  payment 
of  the  established  guest  fee,  and  need  not  be  accom- 
panied by  a  member. 

Section  2.  Guests  residing  within  thirty  miles  of 
the  Clubhouse  may  upon  the  invitation  of  a  member 
be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Clubhouse, 
provided  that  they  are  either  accompanied  by  such 
member  or  introduced  by  him  in  person,  in  writing, 
or  by  telephone. 

Section  3.  Golf  playing  guests,  whether  residing 
within  thirty  miles  of  the  Clubhouse  or  not,  may  be 
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introduced  by  members  for  a  day  or  any  part 
thereof  on  payment  of  the  estabHshed  guest  fee 
and  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(o)  That  during  the  months  of  April,  May,  June, 
September  and  October,  the  same  guest,  if 
residing  within  thirty  miles  of  the  Clubhouse, 
shall  not  play  golf  oftener  than  twice  in 
thirty  days. 

(b)  That  no  member  shall  introduce  more  than 
three  golf  playing  guests  on  the  same  day. 

(c)  That  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays  golf 
playing  guests  (other  than  guests  residing 
more  than  thirty  miles  from  the  Clubhouse 
and  introduced  for  a  longer  period  than  one 
day)  must  be  accompanied  by  the  members 
introducing  them,  and  that  on  other  days 
they  must  be  either  accompanied  by  such 
members  or  introduced  by  them  in  person, 
in  writing,  or  by  telephone. 

Section  4.  Members  introducing  guests  shall  be 
responsible  for  their  conduct,  for  all  indebtedness 
incurred  by  them,  and  for  all  damage  done  by  them 
to  Club  property. 

Article  XII 
TEMPORARY  CLUB  PRIVILEGES 
Section  1.    The  Directors  may  grant  temporary 
Club  privileges,  including  golf  privileges,  to  such 
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persons,  for  such  periods  and  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Article  XIII 
TEMPORARY  WINTER  SPORTS  PRIVILEGES 

Section  1.  The  Winter  Sports  Committee  may 
grant  temporary  winter  sports  privileges  to  persons 
who  are  not  Club  members  or  entitled  to  family 
privileges  under  Club  memberships,  may  provide 
for  the  introduction  of  skating  and  other  winter 
sports  guests,  and  may  regulate  the  use  of  the 
Club's  winter  sports  equipment  and  facilities,  all 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Directors 
may  from  time  to  time  approve,  provided  that  the 
total  number  of  participants  under  such  temporary 
winter  sports  privileges  shall  not  exceed  six  hundred, 
and  provided  that  neither  such  participants  nor 
their  guests  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
main  Clubhouse 

Article  XIV 

INITIATION  FEES,  DUES,  GUEST  FEES  AND  CHARGES 

Section  1.  The  Directors  shall  have  power  by  a 
three-fifths  vote  of  the  entire  board  to  fix  and  refix 
from  time  to  time  the  amounts  of  all  initiation  fees, 
annual  dues,  fees  for  golf  privileges,  and  all  other 
fees  and  charges  payable  to  the  Club,  and  to  deter- 
mine from  time  to  time  how  and  when  such  fees, 
dues  and  charges  shall  be  payable.

Section  2.  A  person  elected  to  membership  shall 
be  notified  of  his  election  by  the  Treasurer,  and  shall 
be  presented  with  a  bill  covering  such  immediate 
payments  as  he  is  required  to  make.  If  such  bill  is 
not  paid  within  ten  days  from  the  date  thereof  the 
election  of  such  person  may  be  declared  null  and 
void. 

Section  3.  A  person  elected  to  membership  shall 
pay  such  proportion  of  annual  dues  for  the  then  Club 
year  as  the  portion  of  such  year  subsequent  to  the 
date  of  such  election  bears  to  the  whole  of  such  year, 
such  apportionment  to  be  made  on  a  monthly  basis, 
a  fractional  part  of  a  month  to  be  disregarded  unless 
it  exceeds  thirteen  days,  in  which  case  it  shall  be 
considered  as  a  full  month. 

Section  4.  If  a  member  changes  from  one  class  of 
membership  to  another  the  difference,  if  any,  in  the 
annual  dues  of  such  classes  of  membership  shall  be 
adjusted  as  of  the  date  of  such  change. 

Section  5.  The  Club  year  for  which  annual  dues 
and  charges  are  payable  shall  begin  November  1  of 
each  year  and  end  October  31  of  the  following  year. 

Section  6.  Notice  of  annual  dues  and  charges  shall 
be  sent  to  members  as  soon  as  is  practicable  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Club.  The  names  of 
members  whose  initiation  fees,  annual  dues  and 
charges  or  any  installment  thereof  remain  unpaid 
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thirty  (30)  days  after  the  time  fixed  by  the  Directors 
for  the  payment  thereof  shall  be  reported  by  the 
Treasurer  to  the  Directors  for  such  action  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

Section  7.  All  indebtedness  of  a  member  to  the 
Club,  except  for  his  Club  Debenture,  initiation  fee 
and  annual  dues,  shall  be  paid  before  the  20th  day 
of  the  month  following  that  in  which  such  indebted- 
ness was  incurred.  If  such  indebtedness  exceeds  $5 
and  is  not  so  paid,  the  member  shall  be  notified  by 
the  Treasurer,  and  if  it  is  not  paid  by  the  30th  of  such 
month  his  name  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  Treas- 
urer be  posted.  If  such  indebtedness  is  not  paid 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  second  month  fol- 
lowing that  in  which  such  indebtedness  was  incurred, 
the  member  shall  receive  no  further  credit  and  by 
vote  of  the  Directors  may  be  expelled  from  the  Club. 
The  Directors  may,  however,  for  good  cause  and 
after  payment  of  all  indebtedness  to  the  Club  re- 
instate a  member  who  has  been  so  expelled. 

Article  XV 
LIABILITY  FOR  FAMILY  INDEBTEDNESS 

Section  1.  A  member  shall  be  liable  for  all  indebted- 
ness to  the  Club  incurred  by  persons  entitled  to 
family  privileges  under  his  membership,  by  his  sons 
who  are  associate  members  and  by  his  sons  and 
sons-in-law  who  are  junior  members.

RESIGNATIONS 

Section  1.  Resignations  of  members  must  be  in 
writing  and  in  order  to  relieve  such  members  from 
liability  for  annual  dues  for  the  ensuing  year  must 
be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  before  November  1.

EXPULSION  OR  SUSPENSION  OF  MEMBERS 

Section  1.  The  Directors  may  expel  or  suspend 
any  member  of  the  Club  whose  conduct  is  found  by 
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them  to  be  prejudicial  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
Club  or  to  the  game  of  golf,  providedy  however,  that 
the  member  shall  have  had  at  least  ten  days'  written 
notice  of  the  charges  against  him  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard  in  his  own  defence. 

Article  XX 
CONTRACTS  AND  EXPENDITURES 

Section  1.  No  contract  for  repairs,  alterations  or 
other  special  expenses  above  budget  appropriations 
shall  be  made  by  any  committee  until  the  same  has 
been  approved  by  the  Directors. 

Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  not  pay  out  any 
money  above  budget  appropriations  without  the 
approval  of  the  Directors. 

Article  XXI 
GRATUITIES 

Section  1.  No  member  or  guest  shall  give  money 
or  other  gratuity  to  anyone  in  the  employ  of  the 
Club  without  the  approval  of  the  Directors.

Section  1.  The  Club  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
articles  lost  or  missing  from  the  Clubhouse  or 
premises. 
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Article  XXIII 
AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a 
three-fifths  vote  of  all  the  Directors,  five  days' 
written  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  having 
been  sent  to  each  Director. 
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REGULATIONS 

Article  I 
DEBENTURES 

Section  1.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Article 
III-A  of  the  By-Laws,  Club  Debentures  shall  be 
paid  for  in  full  within  ten  days  after  date  of  bill 
rendered  by  the  Club  therefor,  provided,  however, 
that  the  President  and  Treasurer  may,  subject  to 
approval  by  the  Directors,  authorize  such  payment 
to  be  made  in  any  particular  case  or  class  of  cases 
in  installments,  each  payable  within  ten  days  after 
date  of  bill  rendered  by  the  Club  therefor,  the 
deferred  payments  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  due  date  of  the 
first  installment. 

Article  II 
INITIATION 

Section  1.  A  person  elected  a  regular  active  mem- 
ber shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $100,  provided, 
however,  (a)  that  if  such  person  is  the  wife,  husband 
or  child  of  a  former  regular  active  member  and  is 
the  transferee  of  the  Club  Debenture  of  such  former 
member,  or  is  the  wife,  husband  or  child  of  a  former 
special  active  member  and  is  seeking  regular  active 
membership  in  place  of  such  former  special  active 
member,  he  or  she  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pay- 
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ment  of  any  initiation  fee,  and  (b)  that  if  such 
person  is  a  former  junior  member  seeking  regular 
active  membership  in  place  of  his  junior  membership, 
his  initiation  fee  shall  be  $50  instead  of  $100. 

Section  2.  A  person  elected  a  non-resident  member 
shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $50. 

Section  3.  Junior,  special  junior,  associate,  Army 
and  Navy  and  honorary  members  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  payment  of  any  initiation  fee. 

Section  4.  Initiation  fees  shall  be  payable  in  full 
within  ten  days  after  date  of  bill  rendered  by  the 
Club  therefor,  or,  if  the  person  elected  to  member- 
ship desires,  in  three  equal  annual  installments,  each 
payable  within  ten  days  after  date  of  bill  rendered 
by  the  Club  therefor.

Annual  dues  and  charges  shall  be  pay- 
able in  full  on  November  1  of  each  year,  or,  if  a 
member  desires,  in  equal  semi-annual  installments 
on  the  first  days  of  November  and  May,  or  in  equal 
quarterly  installments  on  the  first  days  of  November, 
February,  May  and  August. 

Article  IV 
GOLF  PRIVILEGE  FEES

leges, except  those  of  honorary  members,  and  may  be 
charged  at  the  election  of  members  upon  either  a 
yearly  or  daily  basis,  as  follows:

CONSTITUTION 


Article  I 

Section  1.  The  name  shall  be  the  Brae  Burn 
Country  Club,  and  the  club  shall  be  located  in 
Newton,  Massachusetts. 

Section  2.  The  membership  of  the  club  shall  con- 
sist of  Active  (on  and  after  April  2,  1923,  to  be 
divided  into  two  classes,  to  wit:  Regular  Active 
and  Special  Active),  Junior,  Associate,  Army  and 
Navy,  Honorary,  and  Non-resident  Members,  and 
such  other  classes  of  membership  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  from  time  to  time  establish,  and 
shall  be  limited  to  such  numbers  and  be  subject  to 
such  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
determine  by  a  three-fifths  vote  of  the  entire 
Board,  provided  that  the  same  shall  not  be  incon- 
sistent with  any  provisions  contained  in  this  Con- 
stitution and  that  the  number  of  Active  Members 
shall  not  exceed  eight  hundred.  Only  Active 
Members  shall  be  entitled  to  any  interest  in  the 
property  of  the  club  or  to  vote. 

Section  3.    Every  active  member  on  April  2, 
1923,  shall  forthwith  become  a  special  active 
[7] 
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member.  No  other  person  shall  be  admitted  to 
special  active  membership.  The  annual  dues  of 
special  active  members  shall  be  fifty  dollars  more 
than  the  annual  dues  of  regular  active  members. 

Section  4.  Every  special  active  member  who 
shall  acquire  a  Debenture  (issued  under  Article 
XII)  shall  forthwith  become  a  regular  active 
member.  No  new  active  members  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  membership  except  regular  active  mem- 
bers. Any  person  who  has  been  elected  to  regular 
active  membership  must  acquire  and  own  a  Deben- 
ture in  order  to  qualify  as  a  regular  active  mem- 
ber. The  membership  of  any  regular  active  mem- 
ber who  disposes  of  his  Debenture  (unless  it  shall 
be  called  for  payment)  shall  forthwith  terminate, 
but  such  termination  shall  not  affect  the  liability 
of  such  members  for  all  dues,  fees,  and  other 
charges,  then  due  or  accrued. 

Section  5.  A  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  its  first 
meeting  after  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year  to 
hold  office  for  the  respective  terms  for  which  they 
are  appointed  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
appointed.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Secretary,  two  Directors  and  six  active  mem- 
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bers  who  are  not  Directors.  The  Secretary  shall 
be  a  permanent  member  of  the  committee  and 
shall  succeed  himself.  No  other  member  of  the 
committee  shall  be  appointed  for  more  than  two 
consecutive  terms.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  original  committee  shall  be  so  arranged 
that  one  Director  and  two  active  members  shall  be 
appointed  for  one  year,  one  Director  and  two  ac- 
tive members  for  two  years,  and  the  Secretary  and 
two  active  members  for  three  years.  The  vacan- 
cies created  by  the  expiration  of  the  several  terms 
shall  be  filled  for  terms  of  three  years  each.  The 
committee  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  election  of 
members  (except  honorary  members)  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.  Election  shall 
be  by  secret  ballot,  and  one  adverse  ballot  shall 
reject. 

Article  II 

Section  1.  The  object  of  the  club  shall  be  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  suitable 
grounds  for  the  encouragement  of  athletic  exer- 
cises and  sports,  and  especially  for  the  playing, 
advancement,  and  cultivation  of  the  royal  and 
ancient  game  of  golf,  and  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  clubhouse  with  suitable  appointments  and  acces- 
sories for  the  use  of  club  members  and  their  guests. 
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Article  III 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Second  Vice-President,  a  Treas- 
urer, a  Secretary  and  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist 
of  fifteen  members  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  ac- 
tive members  of  the  club  by  ballot.  All  other 
officers  named  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be 
elected  or  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors  from 
their  own  number,  the  term  of  office  of  those 
elected  or  chosen  in  1929  expiring  at  the  next 
annual  meeting,  and  the  term  of  office  of  those 
elected  or  chosen  in  1930  and  thereafter  expiring 
at  the  next  annual  meeting  at  which  there  is  an 
election  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  club  in 
1930  there  shall  be  elected  five  Directors  for  the 
term  of  two  years,  five  Directors  for  the  term  of 
four  years,  and  five  Directors  for  the  term  of  six 
years.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  every  second 
year  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  five  Direc- 
tors for  the  term  of  six  years. 

Section  4.  No  Directors  other  than  a  Director 
who  is  President,  Treasurer,  or  Secretary  at  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  office  as  a  Director  shall 
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be  eligible  for  re-election  within  one  year  after 
the  expiration  of  such  term  of  office.  No  two  of 
the  offices  of  President,  Vice-President,  Second 
Vice-President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  be 
held  by  the  same  person. 

Section  5.  Any  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of 
the  Board.  The  new  Director  so  elected  shall 
hold  office  for  the  balance  of  the  term  for  which 
his  predecessor  was  elected. 

Section  6.  All  officers  must  be  active  members  of 
the  club  and  shall  continue  to  hold  office  after  the 
expiration  of  their  respective  terms  until  their 
successors  are  elected. 

Article  IV 

Section  1.  The  Fiscal  Year  shall  be  from  Sep- 
tember 1  to  August  31  of  the  following  year. 

Article  V 

Section  1.  All  meetings  of  the  club  shall  be  held 
at  the  clubhouse  in  West  Newton,  Massachusetts, 
unless  some  other  place  in  Newton  or  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  be  named  in  the  notice  of  the 
meeting  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  club  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October  in  each 
year.  Special  meetings  of  the  club  may  be  called 
at  any  time  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  The  order  of  business  at  the  annual 
meeting  shall  be: 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes 

2.  Report  of  the  Treasurer 

3.  Report  of  the  Secretary 

4.  Report  of  the  President 

5.  Other  Reports  and  Communications 

6.  Election  of  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year 

7.  New  Business 

Section  4.  Notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  club 
stating  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  of 
its  purposes,  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  by 
mailing  a  copy  postpaid  and  addressed  to  each 
active  member  at  his  registered  address  at  least 
seven  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting. 
Notice  of  any  meeting  may  be  waived  in  writing 
by  any  active  member. 

Section  5.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  a 
quorum  at  a  club  meeting  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  five  active  members,  who  shall  represent  in 
person  or  by  proxy  three-tenths  of  all  the  active 
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members.  If  no  quorum  is  present,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  adjourn  the  meeting  to  any  other  time 
within  two  weeks,  and  in  like  manner  from  time  to 
time  until  a  quorum  is  obtained;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  any  meeting  at  which  an  election  of 
Directors  is  to  be  held,  such  election  may  be  held 
notwithstanding  the  absence  of  such  a  quorum  if 
the  ballots  of  at  least  three-tenths  of  all  the  active 
members  are  cast  for  Directors  at  or  before  such 
meeting. 

Section  6.  At  all  club  meetings  each  Active 
Member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  No  ballots 
shall  be  cast  by  proxy  in  the  election  of  Directors, 
except  that  a  ballot  signed  by  the  member  casting 
it  may  be  delivered  by  another  person.  Except  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  sentence  absent  mem- 
bers may  vote  by  proxy  authorized  in  writing. 
All  proxies  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  at  or 
before  the  time  of  voting. 

Section  7.  At  any  meeting  of  the  club  Honorary 
Membership  may  be  conferred  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  the  candidate  having  been  proposed  as  re- 
quired for  Active  Membership. 

Section  8.  Meetings  of  the  Directors  may  be  held 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  determine,  due 
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notice  of  which  must  be  sent  to  each  Director  by 
the  Secretary.  Meetings  shall  be  called  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  President  or  of  not  less  than  two  of 
the  Directors.  Four  members  must  be  present  to 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. All  matters  except  those  specially  provided 
for  hereinafter  shall  be  decided  at  any  meeting  by 
a  majority  vote. 

Article  VI 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  nominating  commit- 
tee for  the  nomination  of  Directors.  This  com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  the  President  and  four 
other  active  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Directors.  The  four  members  so  ap- 
pointed shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual 
meeting  at  which  there  is  an  election  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  Nominations  shall  be  posted  on  the 
golf  bulletin  board  and  at  the  club  office  counter 
at  least  four  weeks  before  the  date  of  the  annual 
meeting  at  which  the  Directors  are  to  be  elected. 
Additional  nominations  shall  be  placed  on  the  bal- 
lot on  the  written  petition  of  twenty-five  active 
members  received  by  the  Secretary  not  later  than 
twenty  days  before  the  date  of  such  annual  meet- 
ing. 
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Section  3.  Ballots  containing  the  names  of  the 
Directors  so  nominated  shall  be  mailed  by  the  Sec- 
retary to  all  active  mem.bers  of  the  club  not 
earlier  than  19  days  and  not  less  than  14  days 
before  the  date  fixed  for  the  annual  meeting  at 
which  the  Directors  are  to  be  elected.  Ballots  may 
be  cast  by  mailing  or  delivery  to  the  Secretary 
prior  to  the  meeting,  or  may  be  cast  at  the  meet- 
ing. No  ballot  shall  be  counted  unless  signed  by 
the  member  casting  it.  Ballots  not  cast  at  the 
meeting,  in  order  to  be  counted  must  be  received 
at  the  place  designated  for  the  meeting  before  the 
time  fixed  for  the  meeting  or  any  adjournment 
thereof. 

Article  VII 
Section  1.  The  Directors  shall  make  such  rules 
for  the  use  of  the  property  of  the  club  and  for  the 
management  thereof  as  they  may  find  expedient. 
They  shall  control  the  expenses  and  charges  of  the 
club,  authorize  the  employment  of  such  assistants 
and  servants  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  and 
receive  and  consider  complaints,  providing  that 
such  complaints  are  properly  made  in  writing. 
Section  2.  So  far  as  not  inconsistent  with  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  they  shall  have 
the  power  to  appoint  any  necessary  sub-commit- 
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tees,  either  from  their  own  number  or  from  the 
other  members  of  the  club,  and  to  abolish  such 
committees  or  remove  any  member  thereof. 

Section  3.  To  fix  the  time  and  place  of  meetings 
and  to  define  and  determine  the  duties  and  powers 
of  all  the  committees. 

Section  4.  To  expel  and  suspend  members  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  entire  Board. 

Section  5.  To  fix  and  enforce  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  the  Constitution,  By-laws,  and  Rules. 

Section  6.  To  call  special  meetings  of  the  club  to 
consider  specific  subjects. 

Section  7.  To  make,  alter,  and  amend  rules  for 
their  own  government,  and  to  fix  and  enforce 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  such  rules. 

Section  8.  To  have  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  club  audited  each  year  by  a  public  accountant. 

Section  9.  To  fix  the  amount  of  Initiation  Fee, 
Annual  Dues,  and  other  Fees. 

Section  10.  To  create  a  temporary  Skating 
Membership  and  to  provide  for  the  admission  of 
members. 
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Section  11.  To  extend  the  privileges  of  the  club, 
in  their  discretion,  to  persons  who  have  achieved 
distinction  in  any  line  of  endeavor. 

Section  12.  To  select  the  Insignia  and  Colors  of 
the  club. 

Article  VIII 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors ;  shall  appoint  all  committees  except  the 
nominating  commiittce,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
Treasurer,  shall  sign  all  checks  except  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  1  of  Article  IX;  and  shall  exer- 
cise a  general  supervision  of  the  club's  affairs. 

Section  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  the 
Vice-President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Second  Vice- 
President,  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent. In  the  absence  of  both  the  President  and 
the  two  Vice-Presidents  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  be  President 
pro  tempore. 

Article  IX 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  dues 
and  initiation  fees,  and  shall  have  charge  of  all  the 
funds  and  accounts  of  the  club.    He  shall  pay  all 
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bills  of  less  than  ten  dollars  at  his  discretion,  and 
all  over  ten  dollars  that  have  been  approved  by 
the  respective  committees  or  their  duly  authorized 
agents.  He  may  delegate  such  of  his  duties  to 
such  persons  or  agents  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  approve.  He  shall  present  an  account  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  club  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  shall,  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  club,  submit  a  detailed  re- 
port, approved  by  the  Finance  Committee,  upon 
the  financial  transactions  of  the  club  for  the  pre- 
ceding fiscal  year.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of 
the  club's  seal. 


Article  X 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall  be  sworn,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  club  and  Di- 
rectors' meetings,  and  perform  all  other  duties 
incident  to  his  office.  In  his  absence  from  any 
meeting  a  Secretary  pro  tempore  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President.  The  Secretary  shall  at- 
tend to  all  official  correspondence  of  the  club,  and 
shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  and  such  other 
events  as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time.  At 
the  annual  meeting  the  Secretary  shall  submit  a 
report  of  the  previous  year's  history  of  the  club. 
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Article  XI 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  appoint  annually 
the  following  Standing  Committees;  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  each  committee  shall  constitute 
a  quorum: 

A  Finance  Committee     A  Golf  Committee 
A  House  Committee       A  Tennis  Committee 
A  Greens  Committee      A  Winter  Sports  Committee 
A  Women's  Golf  Committee 

and  such  other  additional  or  substituted  Standing 
Committees  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  from 
time  to  time  approve.  Each  committee  may  ap- 
point an  agent  to  approve  bills  for  payment. 

Section  2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist 
of  five  members, — the  Treasurer  and  four  others. 
This  committee  shall  prepare  the  annual  budget, 
have  general  supervision  of  the  finances  of  the 
club  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
delegated  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  con- 
trol of  all  matters  relating  to  the  clubhouse  and 
all  entertainments  held  therein. 

Section  4.  The  Greens  Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  the  links  and  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  the  golf  grounds. 
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Section  5.  The  Golf  Committee  shall  have  con- 
trol of  all  golf  tournaments,  handicapping,  and 
all  other  matters  pertaining  to  golf.  The  chair- 
man of  this  committee  shall  be  the  Captain  of  the 
club. 

Section  6.  The  Tennis  Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  the  tennis  courts  and  all  matters  per- 
taining to  tennis. 

Section  7.  The  Winter  Sports  Committee  shall 
have  charge  of  the  pond,  ice  carnivals,  and  all 
winter  sports. 

Section  8.  The  Women's  Golf  Committee  shall 
have  charge  of  all  women's  club  tournaments,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Golf  Committee. 

Article  XII 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  issue 
and  sell  non-interest  bearing  notes  of  the  club  (to 
be  called  "Debentures")  of  the  face  value  of  five 
hundred  dollars  each,  such  Debentures  to  be  dated 
April  2,  1923,  and  payable  fifty  years  after  date, 
such  Debentures  to  be  callable  as  a  whole  by  vote 
of  the  club  on  thirty  days'  notice  at  their  face 
value.  All  Debentures  shall  become  due  and  pay- 
able in  any   event   forthwith  upon  insolvency. 
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bankruptcy,  dissolution,  or  appointment  of  a 
receiver  of  the  club. 

Section  2.  Such  Debentures  may  be  sold  only  to 
special  active  members  or  to  persons  who  shall 
have  been  elected  to  regular  active  membership 
and  not  more  than  one  such  Debenture  may  be 
issued  or  sold  to  any  one  such  person. 

Section  3.  Except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  Article  XII  such  Debentures  shall 
be  issued  and/or  sold  for  such  amounts  and  upon 
such  terms  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  from 
time  to  time  determine. 

Section  4.  Unless  otherwise  authorized  by  vote 
of  the  club  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose, 
consented  to  or  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the 
regular  active  members  in  writing  or  by  their  af- 
firmative votes  at  such  meeting,  the  proceeds  of 
the  Debentures  shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment 
of  the  bonds  or  other  indebtedness  of  the  club  out- 
standing on  March  7,  1923,  or  for  such  additions 
or  improvements  as  may  be  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  or  for  the  purchase  or  retire- 
ment of  outstanding  Debentures,  and  until  so  used 
shall  be  placed  on  deposit  in  a  separate  account 
in  some  national  bank  or  trust  company  in  Massa- 
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chusetts,  or  invested  in  securities  legal  for  Massa- 
chusetts savings  banks;  provided,  however,  that 
not  more  than  $10,000  may  be  expended  in  any 
one  year  for  additions  or  improvements  (except 
such  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  completion  of 
the  nine-hole  golf  course  opened  in  1922)  unless 
expressly  authorized  by  vote  of  the  club  at  a  meet- 
ing called  for  the  purpose  at  which  at  least  three- 
tenths  of  all  the  regular  active  members  are  pres- 
ent in  person  or  represented  by  proxy,  which  vote 
must  include  the  affirmative  votes  of  at  least  a 
majority  of  the  regular  active  members  so  present 
or  represented. 

Section  5.  No  sale  or  mortgage  of  the  land  or 
buildings  of  the  club,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be 
made  unless  authorized  at  a  meeting  of  the  club 
duly  called  for  the  purpose  and  consented  to  or 
approved  in  writing  or  by  the  affirmative  votes  of 
a  majority  of  all  the  regular  active  members. 

Section  6.  On  the  death,  resignation  or  other 
termination  of  the  membership  of  a  regular  active 
member,  his  Debenture  may  be  bequeathed  or 
otherwise  transferred  to  any  member  of  his  family 
(i.  e.,  the  wife  or  husband  and  children),  provided 
such  member  is  elected  to  regular  active  member- 
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ship.    The  application  of  such  prospective  trans- 
feree shall  be  acted  upon  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  committee  or  other  body  having  the  power  of 
election  of  active  members  after  notice  from  such 
proposed  transferee  in  precedence  to  the  applica- 
tion of  any  other  person  on  the  waiting  list.  Un- 
less so  transferred  within  such  time  as  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  determine  to  be  reasonable,  or 
purchased  by  the  Club  as  hereinafter  provided 
in  Section  7  of  this  Article  XII,  the  Debenture, 
duly  endorsed  in  blank  for  transfer,  shall  be 
surrendered  to  the  Club  and  the  Club  shall  hold 
it  for  the  benefit  of  the  person  so  surrendering 
it,  and,  when  deemed  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
to  be  practicable  and  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  Club,  the  Club  shall  sell  it  to  some  person 
elected  to  regular  active  membership  or  to  some 
special  active  member,  and  shall  pay  over  to 
the  person  so  surrendering  the  same  the  amount 
received  from  such  sale,  less  any  amount  which 
may   be  due   the   Club   from   such   retired  or 
deceased  member  and  any  expenses  it  incurred 
in  connection  with  such  sale,  provided,  however, 
that  the  Club  shall  not  without  the  consent  of 
the  person  for  whose  benefit  any  such  Debenture 
is  held,  sell  any  such  Debenture  for  less  than  its 
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face  amount  nor  upon  terms  other  than  cash  in 
full  at  time  of  delivery.  If  at  any  time  the 
Club  shall  hold  two  or  more  Debentures  for  the 
benefit  of  retired  members  or  of  the  estates  of 
deceased  members,  it  may  sell  such  Debentures  in 
such  order  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  deter- 
mine and  without  regard  to  the  order  in  which 
the  Debentures  were  surrendered  to  the  Club. 

Section  7.  The  Club  may  purchase  Debentures 
from  retired  members  or  their  estates  and  sell 
the  same  to  persons  elected  to  regular  active 
membership  or  to  special  active  members,  all  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors shall  from  time  to  time  deem  advisable. 

Article  XIII 
Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  club,  duly  called  for  the  pur- 
pose, by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  active  mem- 
bers who  are  present  in  person  or  represented  by 
proxy ;  provided,  however,  that  any  amendment  of 
Article  XII  or  of  Sections  2,  3  or  4  of  Article  I 
shall  also  require  an  affirmative  vote  at  such  meet- 
ing of  a  majority  of  the  entire  number  of  regular 
active  members.  The  notice  of  any  such  meeting 
must  state  the  gist  of  the  proposed  amendments. 
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Article  I 

REGULAR  ACTIVE  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Any  man  or  woman  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age  may  be  elected  a  regular  active 
member  of  the  club. 

Article  II 

SPECIAL  active  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  A  special  active  member  is  a  person 
who  was  an  active  member  on  April  2,  1923, 
and  who  has  not  purchased  a  club  Debenture. 
He  may  at  any  time  become  a  regular  active 
member  by  purchasing  a  club  Debenture. 

Article  III 

JUNIOR  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Any  son  or  son-in-law,  between 
twenty-one  and  thirty-one  years  of  age,  of  any 
member  may  be  elected  a  junior  member  of  the 
club.  His  membership  shall  end  when  he  reaches 
thirty-one  years  of  age,  or  upon  the  termination 

[35] 
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prior  thereto  of  the  senior  membership  upon 
which  such  junior  membership  is  based. 

Article  III-A 

special  junior  membership 

Section  1.  Any  man  over  twenty-one  and  under 
thirty-five  years  of  age  may  be  elected  a  special 
junior  member  of  the  club. 

Section  2.  Any  man  elected  to  such  membership 
must  agree  to  purchase  from  or  through  the 
club  a  club  Debenture  at  its  face  value  of  $500, 
to  be  paid  for  without  interest  on  deferred  pay- 
ments as  follows, —  $250  in  as  many  equal 
annual  installments  in  advance  as  there  are 
years  between  the  date  of  his  election  and  the 
date  when  he  would  if  continuing  to  live  reach 
the  age  of  thirty-five  years,  such  installments 
to  be  payable  within  ten  days  after  date  of  bill 
rendered  by  the  club  therefor;  and  the  remain- 
ing $250  when  he  reaches  the  age  of  thirty-five 
years,  provided,  however,  that  if  there  are  then 
any  Debentures  of  former  regular  active  members 
available  at  less  than  face  value,  such  final  pay- 
ment of  $250  shall  be  reduced  to  such  amount 
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as  shall  with  such  prior  payments  on  account 
equal  the  lowest  price  at  which  any  such  Deben- 
ture is  then  available  at  less  than  face  value. 

Section  3.  The  membership  of  a  man  elected  a 
special  junior  member  shall,  if  not  sooner  ter- 
minated, end  when  such  member  reaches  the 
age  of  thirty-five  years;  but,  upon  completing 
payment  for  a  Debenture  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided in  Section  2  of  this  Article  III-A,  he  shall 
forthwith  become  a  regular  active  member  of  the 
club. 

Section  4.  In  event  of  the  death,  resignation 
or  other  termination  of  the  membership  of  a 
special  junior  member  before  reaching  the  age 
of  thirty-five  years,  or  of  his  failure  to  complete 
payment  for  a  Debenture  upon  reaching  the  age 
of  thirty-five  years  as  hereinbefore  provided  in 
Section  2  of  this  Article  III-A,  one-half  part 
of  all  payments  made  by  him  to  the  club  towards 
the  purchase  of  a  Debenture  shall  forthwith 
become  the  absolute  property  of  the  club,  and 
the  other  half  part  of  such  payments  shall  be 
repaid  by  the  club  to  him  or  to  his  estate,  with- 
out interest,  less  any  amount  which  may  be  due 
the  club  from  him. 
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Article  IV 

ASSOCIATE  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Any  son,  between  sixteen  and  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  of  any  member  may  be  elected 
an  associate  member  of  the  club.  His  member- 
ship shall  end  when  he  reaches  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  or  upon  the  termination  prior  thereto 
of  the  senior  membership  upon  which  such  asso- 
ciate membership  is  based. 

Article  V 

ARMY  AND  NAVY  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Any  officer  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
of  the  United  States  in  active  military  or  naval 
service  (not  retired)  may  be  elected  an  Army 
and  Navy  member  of  the  club. 

Article  VI 

NON-RESIDENT  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Any  man  or  woman  over  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  and  having  no  usual  place  of 
residence,  business  or  study  within  thirty  miles 
of  the  clubhouse  may  be  elected  a  non-resident 
member  of  the  club. 

Section  2.  A  non-resident  member  who  acquires 
a  usual  place  of  residence,  business  or  study 
within  thirty  miles  of  the  clubhouse  shall  there- 
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upon  cease  to  be  a  non-resident  member;  but  he 
may  then  apply  for  transfer  to  a  regular  active 
membership,  and  such  application  shall  be 
granted  as  soon  as  there  is  an  available  vacancy 
in  such  membership.  Upon  such  transfer  he 
shall  purchase  a  club  Debenture  and  pay  the 
balance  of  the  initiation  fee  payable  by  regular 
active  members  at  the  time  of  his  election  as  a 
non-resident  member  and  his  proportionate  part 
of  the  annual  dues  of  a  regular  active  member 
for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  then  current 
club  year. 

Section  3.  A  regular  or  special  active  member 
who  has  no  usual  place  of  residence,  business  or 
study  within  thirty  miles  of  the  clubhouse  may, 
by  giving  written  notice  to  the  Secretary,  termi- 
nate his  active  membership  and  become  a  non- 
resident member  at  the  expiration  of  the  then 
current  club  half  year.  He  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  rebate  on  account  of  the  initiation  fee 
paid  by  him  as  an  active  member. 


Article  VII 

MEMBERSHIP  LIMITATIONS  AND  RESTRICTIONS 

Section  1.    The  total  number  of  regular  active. 
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special  active,  and  special  junior  members  of 
the  club  shall  not  exceed  seven  hundred  and  fifty. 

Section  2.  The  total  number  of  special  junior 
members  of  the  club  shall  not  exceed  twenty. 

Article  VIII 

PROPOSAL  AND  ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS 

Section  1.  Proposals  and  applications  for  mem- 
bership shall  be  made  in  such  form,  and  pro- 
posers and  applicants  shall  comply  with  such 
requirements  as  the  Committee  on  Admissions 
shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe.  Such  pro- 
posals and  applications  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Secretary.  They  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  received  by  the  Secretary,  provided, 
however,  that  precedence  shall  be  given  in  the 
following  order  to  applications  in  the  following 
classes : 

(a)  former  regular  active  members'  wives, 
husbands  and  children,  who  are  prospec- 
tive transferees  of  the  club  Debentures 
of  such  former  members ; 
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(b)  former  special  active  members'  wives, 
husbands  and  children,  who  apply  for 
regular  active  membership  within  such 
time  after  the  termination  of  the  member- 
ship of  such  former  members  as  the 
Directors  shall  fix; 

(c)  former  junior  members  who  apply  for 
regular  active  membership  within  such 
time  after  the  termination  of  their  junior 
memberships  as  the  Directors  shall  fix; 

(d)  non-resident  members  who  apply  for 
regular  active  membership; 

(e)  former  members  of  the  club. 

Article  IX 

FAMILY  PRIVILEGES 

Section  1.  Each  member  of  the  club,  and  his 
or  her  wife,  husband,  mother,  unmarried  or 
widowed  daughters,  sons  under  twenty-five  years 
of  age,  and  unmarried  or  widowed  sisters,  domi- 
ciled with  the  member,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of  the  clubhouse  and  grounds  other 
than  golf.  The  Directors  may  grant  family 
privileges  to  such  other  persons  as  they  see  fit. 
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Article  X 

members'  golf  privileges 

Section  1.  Each  member  of  the  club  and  the 
members  of  his  or  her  family  entitled  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  clubhouse  and  grounds  may,  with 
the  following  exceptions,  play  golf  at  all  times 
on  payment  of  the  established  golf  fees : 

(a)  Members'  sons  between  sixteen  and  twenty- 
five  years  of  age  who  are  not  associate  or 
junior  members  of  the  club  may  not  play 
golf  at  any  time  except  as  guests. 

(b)  Golf  privileges  of  associate  members  may 
be  restricted  from  time  to  time  by  vote 
of  the  Directors. 

(c)  Sons,  daughters  and  sisters,  between  four- 
teen and  sixteen  years  of  age,  of  members 
may  not  play  golf  on  Saturday  after- 
noons, Sunday  mornings  or  holiday  morn- 
ings during  April,  May,  June,  September 
or  October. 

(d)  Sons,  daughters  and  sisters,  twelve  and 
thirteen  years  of  age,  of  members  may 
play  golf  only  upon  such  conditions  and 
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subject  to  such  restrictions  as  the  Golf 
Committee  may  from  time  to  time,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Directors,  prescribe. 

(e)  Children  under  twelve  years  of  age  shall 
have  no  golf  privelege. 

Article  XI 

GUESTS 

Section  1.  Guests  residing  more  than  thirty 
miles  from  the  clubhouse  may  upon  the  invitation 
of  a  member  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the 
clubhouse  and  grounds,  including  golf,  for  such 
period  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  Directors 
shall  determine.  They  may  play  golf  on  any 
day  on  payment  of  the  established  guest  fee, 
and  need   not  be   accompanied  by   a  member. 

Section.  2.  Guests  residing  within  thirty  miles  of 
the  clubhouse  may  upon  the  invitation  of  a  member 
be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  clubhouse, 
provided  that  they  are  either  accompanied  by 
such  member  or  introduced  by  him  in  person, 
in  writing,  or  by  telephone. 

Section  3.  Golf  playing  guests,  whether  residing 
within  thirty  miles  of  the  clubhouse  or  not,  may 
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be  introduced  by  members  for  a  day  or  any  part 
thereof  on  payment  of  the  established  guest  fee 
and  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  That  during  the  months  of  April,  May, 
June,  September  and  October,  the  same 
guest,  if  residing  within  thirty  miles  of 
the  clubhouse,  shall  not  play  golf  oftener 
than  once  in  thirty  days. 

(b)  That  no  member  shall  introduce  more  than 
three  golf  playing  guests  on  the  same  day. 

(c)  That  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays 
golf  playing  guests  (other  than  guests 
residing  more  than  thirty  miles  from  the 
clubhouse  and  introduced  for  a  longer 
period  than  one  day)  must  be  accom- 
panied by  the  members  introducing  them, 
and  that  on  other  days  they  must  be 
either  accompanied  by  such  members  or 
introduced  by  them  in  person,  in  writing, 
or  by  telephone. 

Section  4.  Members  introducing  guests  shall  be 
responsible  for  their  conduct,  for  all  indebtedness 
incurred  by  them,  and  for  all  damage  done  by 
them  to  club  property. 
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Article  XII 

TEMPORARY  CLUB  PRIVILEGES 

Section  1.  The  Directors  may  grant  temporary 
club  privileges,  including  golf  privileges,  to  such 
persons,  for  such  periods  and  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  they  may  from  time  to  time 
determine. 

Article  XIII 

TEMPORARY  WINTER  SPORTS  PRIVILEGES 

Section  1.  The  Winter  Sports  Committee  may 
grant  temporary  winter  sports  privileges  to 
persons  who  are  not  club  members  or  entitled 
to  family  privileges  under  club  memberships, 
may  provide  for  the  introduction  of  skating  and 
other  winter  sports  guests,  and  may  regulate 
the  use  of  the  club's  winter  sports  equipment 
and  facilities,  all  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  Directors  may  from  time  to  time  approve, 
provided  that  the  total  number  of  participants 
under  such  temporary  winter  sports  privileges 
shall  not  exceed  six  hundred,  and  provided  that 
neither  such  participants  nor  their  guests  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  main  club- 
house. 
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Article  XIV 

INITIATION  FEES,  DUES,  GUEST  FEES  AND  CHARGES 

Section  1.  The  directors  shall  have  power  by  a 
three-fifths  vote  of  the  entire  board  to  fix  and 
refix  from  time  to  time  the  amounts  of  all  initia- 
tion fees,  annual  dues,  fees  for  golf  privileges, 
and  all  other  fees  and  charges  payable  to  the 
club,  and  to  determine  from  time  to  time  how 
and  when  such  fees,  dues  and  charges  shall  be 
payable. 

Section  2.  A  person  elected  to  membership  shall 
be  notified  of  his  election  by  the  Treasurer,  and 
shall  be  presented  with  a  bill  covering  such 
immediate  payments  as  he  is  required  to  make. 
If  such  bill  is  not  paid  within  ten  days  from 
the  date  thereof  the  election  of  such  person  may 
be  declared  null  and  void. 

Section  3.  A  person  elected  to  membership 
shall  pay  such  proportion  of  annual  dues  for 
the  then  club  year  as  the  portion  of  such  year 
subsequent  to  the  date  of  such  election  bears  to 
the  whole  of  such  year,  such  apportionment  to 
be  made  on  a  monthly  basis,  a  fractional  part 
of  a  month  to  be  disregarded  unless  it  exceeds 
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thirteen  days,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  considered 
as  a  full  month. 

Section  4.  If  a  member  changes  from  one  class 
of  membership  to  another  the  difference,  if  any, 
in  the  annual  dues  of  such  classes  of  membership 
shall  be  adjusted  as  of  the  date  of  such  change. 

Section  5.  The  club  year  for  which  annual  dues 
and  charges  are  payable  shall  begin  November  1 
of  each  year  and  end  October  31  of  the  following 
year. 

Section  6.  Notice  of  annual  dues  and  charges 
shall  be  sent  to  members  as  soon  as  is  practicable 
after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  club.  The  names 
of  members  whose  initiation  fees,  annual  dues 
and  charges  or  any  installment  thereof  remain 
unpaid  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  time  fixed 
by  the  Directors  for  the  payment  thereof  shall 
be  reported  b}^  the  Treasurer  to  the  Directors 
for   such    action    as    they    may    deem  proper. 

Section  7.  All  indebtedness  of  a  member  to  the 
club,  except  for  his  club  Debenture,  initiation  fee 
and  annual  dues,  shall  be  paid  before  the  20th 
day  of  the  month  following  that  in  which  such 
indebtedness  was  incurred.    If  such  indebtedness 
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exceeds  $5  and  is  not  so  paid,  the  member  shall 
be  notified  by  the  Treasurer,  and  if  it  is  not 
paid  by  the  30th  of  such  month  his  name  may 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Treasurer  be  posted. 
If  such  indebtedness  is  not  paid  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  the  second  month  following  that 
in  which  such  indebtedness  was  incurred,  the 
member  shall  receive  no  further  credit  and  by 
vote  of  the  Directors  may  be  expelled  from  the 
club.  The  Directors  may,  however,  for  good 
cause  and  after  payment  of  all  indebtedness  to 
the  club  reinstate  a  member  who  has  been  so 
expelled. 

Article  XV 

LIABILITY  FOR  FAMILY  INDEBTEDNESS 

Section  1.  A  member  shall  be  liable  for  all 
indebtedness  to  the  club  incurred  by  persons 
entitled  to  family  privileges  under  his  member- 
ship, by  his  sons  who  are  associate  members  and 
by  his  sons  and  sons-in-law  who  are  junior 
members. 

Article  XVI 

RESIGNATIONS 

Section  1.  Resignations  of  members  must  be  in 
writing  and  in  order  to  relieve  such  members 
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from  liability  for  annual  dues  for  the  ensuing 
year  must  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  before 
November  1. 

Article  XVII 

REMISSION  OF  INDEBTEDNESS 

Section  1.  The  Directors  may  at  their  discre- 
tion m  any  particular  case  remit  or  cancel  in 
whole  or  in  part  the  annual  dues  or  any  indebt- 
edness of  any  member  or  former  member  of 
the  club. 

Artici.e  XVIII 

TERMINATION  OF  INTEREST  IN  CLUB  PROPERTY 

Section  1.  The  death,  resignation  or  other  ter- 
mination of  the  membership  of  a  regular  or 
special  active  member  shall  terminate  all  inter- 
est which  such  member  may  have  in  the  property 
of  the  club,  except  such  interest,  if  any,  as  such 
member  may  have  as  a  creditor  of  the  club. 


Article  XIX 

EXPULSION   OR   suspension   OF  MEMBERS 

Section  1.  The  Directors  may  expel  or  suspend 
any  member  of  the  club  whose  conduct  is  found 
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by  them  to  be  prejudicial  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  club  or  to  the  game  of  golf,  provided, 
however,  that  the  member  shall  have  had  at 
least  ten  days'  written  notice  of  the  charges 
against  him  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in 
his  own  defence. 

Article  XX 

CONTRACTS  AND  EXPENDITURES 

Section  1.  No  contract  for  repairs,  alterations 
or  other  special  expenses  above  budget  appro- 
priations shall  be  made  by  any  committee  until 
the  same  has  been  approved  by  the  Directors. 

Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  not  pay  out 
any  money  aboA^e  budget  appropriations  without 
the  approval  of  the  Directors. 

Article  XXI 

GRATUITIES 

Section  1.  No  member  or  guest  shall  give  money 
or  other  gratuity  to  anyone  in  the  employ  of  the 
club  without  the  approval  of  the  Directors. 
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Article  XXII 

I.OST  ARTICLES 

Section  1.  The  club  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
articles  lost  or  missing  from  the  clubhouse  or 
premises. 

Article  XXIII 

AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a 
three-fifths  vote  of  all  the  Directors,  five  days' 
written  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  having 
been  sent  to  each  Director. 
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REGULATIONS 


Article  I 

DEBENTURES 

Section  1.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
Article  III-A  of  the  By-Laws,  club  Debentures 
shall  be  paid  for  in  full  within  ten  days  after 
date  of  bill  rendered  by  the  club  therefor,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  President  and  Treasurer 
may,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Directors, 
authorize  such  payment  to  be  made  in  any  par- 
ticular case  or  class  of  cases  in  installments, 
each  payable  within  ten  days  after  date  of  bill 
rendered  by  the  club  therefor,  the  deferred 
payments  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  due  date  of  the 
first  installment. 

Article  II 

INITIATION 

Section  1.  A  person  elected  a  regular  active 
member  shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $200, 
provided,  however,  (a)  that  if  such  person  is  the 
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wife,  husband  or  child  of  a  former  regular  active 
member  and  is  the  transferee  of  the  club  Deben- 
ture of  such  former  member,  or  is  the  wife, 
husband  or  child  of  a  former  special  active 
member  and  is  seeking  regular  active  membership 
in  place  of  such  former  special  active  member, 
he  or  she  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
any  initiation  fee,  and  (b)  that  if  such  person 
is  a  former  junior  member  seeking  regular  active 
membership  in  place  of  his  junior  membership, 
his  initiation  fee  shall  be  $100  instead  of  $200. 

Section  2.  A  person  elected  a  non-resident  mem- 
ber shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $100. 

Section  3.  Junior,  special  junior,  associate, 
Army  and  Navy  and  honorary  members  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  any  initiation 
fee. 

Section  4>.  Initiation  fees  shall  be  payable  in 
full  within  ten  days  after  date  of  bill  rendered 
by  the  club  therefor,  or,  if  the  person  elected  to 
membership  desires,  in  three  equal  annual  install- 
ments, each  payable  within  ten  days  after  date 
of  bill  rendered  by  the  club  therefor. 
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Article  III 

ANNUAL  DUES 

Section  1.  Annual  dues  of  members  beginning 
as  of  November  1,  1933,  shall  be  as  follows:

Section  2.  Annual  dues  and  charges  shall  be 
payable  in  full  on  November  1  of  each  year,  or, 
if  a  member  desires,  in  equal  semi-annual  install- 
ments on  the  first  days  of  November  and  May, 
or  in  equal  quarterly  installments  on  the  first 
days  of  November,  February,  May  and  August. 

Article  IV 

GOLF   PRIVILEGE  FEES

CONSTITUTION 


Article  I 

Section  1.  The  name  shall  be  the  Brae  Burn 
Country  Club,  and  the  club  shall  be  located  in 
Newton,  Massachusetts. 

Section  2.  The  membership  of  the  club  shall  con- 
sist of  Active  (on  and  after  April  2,  1923,  to  be 
divided  into  two  classes,  to  wit:  Regular  Active 
and  Special  Active),  Junior,  Associate,  Army  and 
Navy,  Honorary,  and  Non-resident  Members,  and 
shall  be  limited  to  such  numbers  and  be  subject  to 
such  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  de- 
termine by  a  three-fifths  vote  of  the  entire  Board, 
provided  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  any  provisions  contained  in  this  Constitu- 
tion and  that  the  number  of  Active  Members  shall 
not  exceed  eight  hundred.  Only  Active  Members 
shall  be  entitled  to  any  interest  in  the  property 
of  the  club  or  to  vote. 

Section  3.  Every  active  member  on  April  2,  1923, 
shall  forthwith  become  a  special  active  member. 
No  other  person  shall  be  admitted  to  special  ac- 
tive membership.  The  annual  dues  of  special  active 
[91 
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members  shall  be  fifty  dollars  more  than  the 
annual  dues  of  regular  active  members. 

Section  4.  Every  special  active  member  who  shall 
acquire  a  Debenture  (issued  under  Article  XII) 
shall  forthwith  become  a  regular  active  member. 
No  new  active  members  shall  be  admitted  to 
membership  except  regular  active  members.  Any 
person  who  has  been  elected  to  regular  active 
membership  must  acquire  and  own  a  Debenture 
in  order  to  qualify  as  a  regular  active  member. 
The  membership  of  any  regular  active  member 
who  disposes  of  his  Debenture  (unless  it  shall  be 
called  for  payment)  shall  forthwith  terminate,  but 
such  termination  shall  not  affect  the  liability  of 
such  members  for  all  dues,  fees,  and  other  charges, 
then  due  or  accrued. 

Section  5.  A  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  its  first 
meeting  after  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year  to 
hold  office  for  the  respective  terms  for  which  they 
are  appointed  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
appointed.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Secretary,  two  Directors  and  six  active  mem- 
bers who  are  not  Directors.  The  Secretary  shall 
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be  a  permanent  member  of  the  committee  and 
shall  succeed  himself.  No  other  member  of  the 
committee  shall  be  appointed  for  more  than  two 
consecutive  terms.  The  terms  of  office  of  the 
members  of  the  original  committee  shall  be  so  ar- 
ranged that  one  Director  and  two  active  members 
shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  Director  and 
two  active  members  for  two  years,  and  the  Secre- 
tary and  two  active  members  for  three  years.  The 
vacancies  created  by  the  expiration  of  the  several 
terms  shall  be  filled  for  terms  of  three  years  each. 
The  committee  shall  have  the  sole  power  of 
election  of  members  (except  honorary  members) 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 
Election  shall  be  by  secret  ballot,  and  one  adverse 
ballot  shall  reject. 

Article  n 

Section  1.  The  object  of  the  club  shall  be  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  suitable 
grounds  for  the  encouragement  of  athletic  exer- 
cises and  sports,  and  especially  for  the  playing, 
advancement,  and  cultivation  of  the  royal  and 
ancient  game  of  golf,  and  for  the  maintenance 
of  a  clubhouse  with  suitable  appointments  and 
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accessories  for  the  use  of  club  members  and  their 
guests. 

Article  III 

Section  1.  The  oflScers  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Second  Vice-President,  a  Treas- 
urer, and  a  Clerk  (Clerk  is  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  Secretary),  who  with  ten  others  shall  constitute 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Article  IV 

Section  1.  The  Fiscal  Year  shall  be  from  Febru- 
ary 1  to  January  31  of  the  following  year. 

Article  V 

Section  1.  All  meetings  of  the  club  shall  be  held 
at  the  clubhouse  in  West  Newton,  Massachusetts, 
unless  some  other  place  in  Newton  or  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  be  named  in  the  notice  of  the 
meeting  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  club  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  first 
Monday  of  March  in  each  year.  Special  meetings 
of  the  club  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Board 
of  Directors. 
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Section  3.  The  order  of  business  at  the  annual 
meeting  shall  be : 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes 

2.  Reports  of  the  Treasurer 

3.  Reports  of  the  Secretary 

4.  Reports  of  the  President 

5.  Other  Reports  and  Communications 

6.  Election  of  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year 

7.  New  business 

Section  4.  Notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  club 
stating  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  of 
its  purposes,  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  by 
mailing  a  copy  postpaid  and  addressed  to  each 
active  member  at  his  registered  address  at  least 
seven  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting.  Notice 
of  any  meeting  may  be  waived  in  writing  by  any 
active  member. 

Section  5.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  a 
quorum  at  any  club  meeting  shall  consist  of  not 
less  than  five  active  members,  who  shall  represent 
in  person  or  by  proxy  three-tenths  of  all  the  active 
members.  If  no  quorum  is  present,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  adjourn  the  meeting  to  any  other  time 
within  two  weeks,  and  in  like  manner  from  time  to 
time  until  a  quorum  is  obtained. 
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Section  6.  Voting.  At  all  Club  Meetings  each 
Active  Member  shall  cast  one  vote.  Absent  mem- 
bers may  vote  by  proxy  authorized  in  writing. 
All  proxies  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  at 
or  before  the  time  of  voting. 

Section  7.  At  any  meeting  of  the  club  Honorary 
Membership  may  be  conferred  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  the  candidate  having  been  proposed  as 
required  for  Active  Membership. 

Section  8.  Meetings  of  the  Directors  may  be 
held  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deter- 
mine, due  notice  of  which  must  be  sent  to  each 
Director  by  the  Secretary.  Meetings  shall  be 
called  at  the  request  of  the  President  or  of  not 
less  than  two  of  the  Directors.  Four  members 
must  be  present  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  All  matters  except  those 
specially  provided  for  hereinafter  shall  be  de- 
cided at  any  meeting  by  a  majority  vote. 

Abticle  VI 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  and 
thirteen  others  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  fifteen 
Directors,  and  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the 
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annual  meeting  of  the  club,  or  any  adjournment 
thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  office  from  the  time  of 
their  election  until  the  next  annual  meeting,  or 
until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  immedi- 
ately after  their  election  elect  from  among  their 
number  by  ballot  a  President,  a  Vice-President 
and  a  Second  Vice-President  to  hold  office  until 
the  next  annual  meeting  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected. 

Section  3.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Board  of  Directors  by  death,  resig- 
nation, inability,  or  by  any  other  cause,  shall  be 
filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  their  next  meeting.  The  election  shall 
be  by  ballot. 

Article  VII 

Section  1.  The  Directors  shall  make  such  rules 
for  the  use  of  the  property  of  the  club  and  for 
the  management  thereof  as'tTiey  may  fl'nd  expedi- 
ent. They  shall  control  the  expenses  and  charges 
of  the  club,  authurizeJ  the.  empioynieat  of  such 
assistants  and  servants  as  they  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient, and  receive  and  consider  complaints, 
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providing  that  such  complaints  are  properly  made 
in  writing. 

Section  2.  So  far  as  not  inconsistent  with  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  they  shall  have 
the  power  to  appoint  any  necessary  sub-commit- 
tees, either  from  their  own  number  or  from  the 
other  members  of  the  club,  and  to  abolish  such 
committees  or  remove  any  member  thereof. 
Section  3.  To  fix  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
and  to  define  and  determine  the  duties  and  powers 
of  all  the  committees. 

Section  4.  To  expel  and  suspend  members  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  entire  Board. 

Section  5.  To  fix  and  enforce  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  the  Constitution,  By-laws,  and  Rules. 

Section  6.    To  call  special  meetings  of  the  club 
to  consider  specific  subjects. 
Section  7.    To  make,  alter,  and  amend  rules  for 
their  own  gov^ernment,  and  to  fix  and  enforce 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  such  rules. 

Section  8.  To  have  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  dub  audited  each  year  by  a  pabUc  accountant. 
Section  9:  To  fix  the  amount  of*  Initiation  Fee, 
Anniial'Dues,  and  other  Fees.    •  * 
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Section  10.  To  create  a  temporary  Skating 
Membership  and  to  provide  for  the  admission  of 
members. 

Section  11.  To  extend  the  privileges  of  the  club, 
in  their  discretion,  to  persons  who  have  achieved 
distinction  in  any  line  of  endeavor. 

Section  12.  To  select  the  Insignia  and  Colors  of 
the  club. 

Article  VIII 
Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  members  and  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  shall  appoint  all  committees,  and  shall 
be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all  committees,  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  shall  sign  all  checks; 
and  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  of  the 
club's  affairs. 

Section  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  the 
Vice-President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Second  Vice- 
President,  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent. In  the  absence  of  both  the  President  and  the 
two  Vice-Presidents  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
choose  one  of  their  number  to  be  President  yro 
tempore. 
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Article  IX 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  dues 
and  initiation  fees,  and  shall  have  charge  of  all 
the  funds  and  accounts  of  the  club.  He  shall  pay- 
all  bills  of  less  than  ten  dollars  at  his  discretion, 
and  all  over  ten  dollars  that  have  been  approved 
by  the  respective  committees.  He  shall  present 
an  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  club  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  club,  sub- 
mit a  detailed  report,  approved  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  upon  the  financial  transactions  of  the 
club  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  He  shall  have 
the  custody  of  the  Club's  Seal. 

Article  X 

Section  1 .  The  Secretary  shall  be  sworn,  and  shall 
keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  club  and  Directors' 
meetings,  and  perform  all  other  duties  incident 
to  his  oflSce.  In  his  absence  from  any  meeting  a 
Secretary  pro  tempore  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President.  The  Secretary  shall  attend  to  all  official 
correspondence  of  the  club,  and  shall  give  notice  of 
all  meetings  and  such  other  events  as  may  be 
necessary  from  time  to  time.  At  the  annual  meet- 
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ing  the  Secretary  shall  submit  a  report  of  the 
previous  year's  history  of  the  club. 


Section  1.  The  President  shall,  immediately  after 
his  election,  appoint  annually  the  following  Stand- 
ing Committees;  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
each  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum: 


Section  2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist 
of  three  members, — the  Treasurer  and  two  others. 
This  committee  shall  examine  and  audit  all  bills 
incurred  by  the  club,  bills  incurred  by  the  com- 
mittees having  first  been  approved  by  the  respec- 
tive committees. 

Section  3.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  con- 
trol of  all  matters  relating  to  the  clubhouse  and 
all  entertainments  held  therein. 

Section  4.  The  Greens  Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  the  links  and  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  the  golf  grounds. 


Article  XI 


A  Finance  Committee 
A  House  Committee

A  Tennis  Committee 

A  Winter  Sports  Committee 


A  Women's  Golf  Committee 
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Section  5.  The  Golf  Committee  shall  have  con- 
trol of  all  golf  tournaments,  handicapping,  and  all 
other  matters  pertaining  to  golf.  The  chairman 
of  this  committee  shall  be  the  Captain  of  the  club. 

Section  6.  The  Tennis  Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  the  tennis  courts  and  all  matters  per- 
taining to  tennis. 

Section  7.  The  Winter  Sports  Committee  shall 
have  charge  of  the  pond,  ice  carnivals,  and  all 
winter  sports. 

Section  8.  The  Women's  Golf  Committee  shall 
have  charge  of  all  women's  club  tournaments, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Golf  Committee. 

Article  XII 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  issue  and 
sell  non-interest  bearing  notes  of  the  club  (to  be 
called  "Debentures")  of  the  face  value  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  such  Debentures  to  be  dated 
April  2,  1923,  and  payable  fifty  years  after  date, 
such  Debentures  to  be  callable  as  a  whole  by  vote 
of  the  club  on  thirty  days'  notice  at  their  face 
value  plus  a  premium  equal  to  the  excess,  if  any, 
of  their  determined  value  over  their  face  value. 
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All  Debentures  shall  become  due  and  payable  in 
any  event  forthwith  upon  insolvency,  bankruptcy, 
dissolution,  or  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  the 
club. 

Section  2.  Such  Debentures  may  be  sold  only  to 
special  active  members  or  to  persons  who  shall 
have  been  elected  to  regular  active  membership 
and  not  more  than  one  such  Debenture  may  be 
issued  or  sold  to  any  one  such  person. 

Section  3.  Such  Debentures  shall  be  sold  for  their 
face  amount  plus  a  premium  equal  to  the  excess, 
if  any,  of  their  determined  value  over  their  face 
value.  Such  Debentures  may  be  paid  for  in  full  in 
cash  or  in  obligations  of  the  club  taken  at  par  and 
accrued  interest,  or  they  may  be  paid  for  on  the 
instalment  plan,  i.e.,  in  ten  equal  annual  instal- 
ments with  interest  at  six  per  cent  per  annum  on 
the  unpaid  balance,  payable  in  such  manner  and 
at  such  times  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
determine. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  deter- 
mine and  report  at  the  annual  meeting  each  year 
the  value  of  the  Debentures,  and  the  value  so  re- 
ported shall  become  the  "determined  value"  for 
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the  ensuing  year,  unless  a  different  figure  for  such 
"determined  value*'  is  fixed  by  vote  of  a  majority 
of  those  regular  active  members  who  are  present 
in  person  or  represented  by  proxy  at  such  annual 
meeting  (provided,  however,  that  at  least  three- 
tenths  of  all  the  regular  active  members  are 
present  or  represented) .  Until  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  club  next  after  the  date  of  such  Deben- 
tures their  determined  value  shall  be  their  face 
value. 

Section  5.  Unless  otherwise  authorized  by  vote  of 
the  club  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  con- 
sented to  or  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the 
regular  active  members  in  writing  or  by  their 
affirmative  votes  at  such  meeting,  the  proceeds  of 
the  Debentures  shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment 
of  the  bonds  or  other  indebtedness  of  the  club 
outstanding  on  March  7,  1923,  or  for  such  addi- 
tions or  improvements  as  may  be  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  until  so  used  shall  be 
placed  on  deposit  in  a  separate  account  in  some 
national  bank  or  trust  company  in  Massachusetts, 
or  invested  in  securities  legal  for  Massachusetts 
savings  banks;  provided,  however,  that  not  more 
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than  $10,000  may  be  expended  in  any  one  year  for 
additions  or  improvements  (except  such  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  nine-hole 
golf  course  opened  in  1922)  unless  expressly 
authorized  by  vote  of  the  club  at  a  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose  at  which  at  least  three-tenths  of 
all  the  regular  active  members  are  present  in  per- 
son or  represented  by  proxy,  which  vote  must  in- 
clude the  affirmative  votes  of  at  least  a  majority 
of  the  regular  active  members  so  present  or  rep- 
resented. 

Section  6.  No  sale  or  mortgage  of  the  land  or 
buildings  of  the  club,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall 
be  made  unless  authorized  at  a  meeting  of  the 
club  duly  called  for  the  purpose  and  consented 
to  or  approved  in  writing  or  by  the  affirmative 
votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  regular  active 
members. 

Section  7.  On  the  death,  resignation  or  other 
termination  of  the  membership  of  a  regular  active 
member,  his  Debenture  may  be  bequeathed  or 
otherwise  transferred  to  any  member  of  his 
family  (i.e.,  the  wife  or  husband  and  children), 
provided  such  member  is  elected  to  regular  active 
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membership.  The  appUcation  of  such  prospective 
transferee  shall  be  acted  upon  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  committee  or  other  body  having  the  power 
of  election  of  active  members  after  notice  from 
such  proposed  transferee  in  precedence  to  the  ap- 
plication of  any  other  person  on  the  waiting  list. 
Unless  the  Debenture  shall  be  so  transferred 
within  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
determine  to  be  reasonable  it  shall  be  surrendered 
to  the  club  and  the  club  shall  hold  it  for  the 
benefit  of  the  person  so  surrendering  it  and  shall 
sell  it  as  soon  as  possible  and  ahead  of  any  un- 
issued Debentures  at  the  determined  value  to 
some  person  who  has  been  elected  to  regular  active 
membership  or  to  some  special  active  member 
and  shall  pay  over  to  the  person  so  surrendering 
the  same  the  amount  received  from  such  sale  less 
any  amount  which  may  be  due  the  club  from  such 
retiring  member  and  any  expenses  incurred  in 
connection  with  such  sale.  The  person  to  whom 
the  Debenture  is  so  sold  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  paying  for  the  same  on  the  instalment  plan,  in 
which  case  the  retiring  member  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  paid  in  full  from  the  funds  of  the  club  at  the 
time  of  such  sale  or  transfer. 
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Article  XIII 
Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  club,  duly  called  for  the  pur- 
pose, by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  active  mem- 
bers who  are  present  in  person  or  represented  by 
proxy;  provided,  however,  that  any  amendment 
of  Article  XII  or  of  Sections  2,  3,  or  4  of  Article  I 
shall  also  require  an  affirmative  vote  at  such 
meeting  of  a  majority  of  the  entire  number  of 
regular  active  members.  The  notice  of  any  such 
meeting  must  state  the  gist  of  the  proposed 
amendments. 


BY-LAWS 


Article  I 

Section  1.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  Directors 
shall,  through  the  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and 
President,  make  a  full  report  of  their  proceedings 
during  the  previous  year,  and  recommend  such 
measures  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

Article  II 

Section  1.  A  proposal  for  membership  shall  be 
signed  by  two  active  members  who  are  not  Direc- 
tors. These  members  shall  send  to  the  Secretary 
a  written  dated  application  stating  the  full  name, 
occupation,  and  residence  of  the  candidate  and 
furnish  not  less  than  five  letters  endorsing  such 
candidate.  The  Committee  on  Admissions  shall 
then  investigate  the  candidate  if  there  is  a  vacancy 
in  the  club  membership  and  take  action  on  the 
application.  A  candidate  for  election  must  be  at 
least  twenty-one  years  of  age.  The  election  of 
candidates  shall  be  by  ballot  and  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  proposed,  one  negative  vote  ex- 
cluding the  candidate  from  membership.  Prece- 
dence shall  be  given  to  former  members  whose 
names  may  be  presented  for  election.

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Article  III 

Section  1.  A  candidate  who  has  been  elected  to 
membership  shall  be  notified  by  the  Treasurer  of 
his  election  and  be  therewith  presented  with  a  bill 
for  initiation  fee  and  annual  dues.  This  bill  must 
be  paid  within  ten  days  from  that  date  or  the 
election  be  declared  null  and  void. 

Section  2.  A  candidate  elected  to  membership 
shall  be  required  to  pay  his  proportionate  part  of 
the  annual  dues  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the 
current  club  year. 

Article  IV 

Section  1.  Annual  dues  are  payable  April  1  of 
each  year.  Notice  of  annual  dues  shall  be  sent 
March  17,  and  the  names  of  all  members  whose 
dues  remain  unpaid  on  May  1  shall  be  handed 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  such  action  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

Section  2.  Members  who  desire  may  pay  one- 
half  the  annual  dues  April  1  and  one-half  October 
1,  but  the  dues  for  additional  golf  playing  mem- 
bers imder  Family  Membership,  associate  mem- 
bers, and  lockers  must  be  paid  in  full  April  1  as 
well  as  the  war  tax. 
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Section  3.  All  indebtedness  of  members,  except- 
ing annual  dues,  shall  be  paid  before  the  twentieth 
day  of  the  month  following  that  in  which  the  in- 
debtedness has  been  contracted.  If  the  indebted- 
ness of  a  member  exceeds  five  dollars  and  shall 
not  have  been  paid  by  the  twentieth  of  the 
month,  the  member  shall  be  notified,  and  if  not 
paid  by  the  thirtieth  his  name  shall  be  posted. 
If  the  indebtedness  is  not  paid  within  fifteen  days 
of  such  posting  the  member  shall  receive  no  further 
credit,  and  upon  vote  of  the  Directors  shall  be 
expelled  from  the  club,  and  cease  to  have  any 
ownership  in  the  club  property. 
Section  4.  The  Board  of  Directors  may,  how- 
ever, for  good  cause  and  after  payment  of  all 
indebtedness,  reinstate  a  delinquent  whose  mem- 
bership has  been  lost  under  the  provisions  of  this 
By-law. 

Article  V 

Section  1.  All  resignations  must  be  made  in 
writing  and  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  before 
April  1  in  any  year,  otherwise  the  member  shall 
be  held  liable  for  annual  dues  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Resignation  shall  not  release  the  ex-member 
from  payment  of  any  indebtedness  that  may  be  in 
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arrears.  A  member  resigning  shall  cease  to  have 
any  ownership  in  the  club  property. 

Article  VI 

Section  1.  In  case  of  any  temporary  absence  of  a 
member  from  the  club,  a  remission  of  dues  may  be 
granted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Article  VII 

Section  1.  The  Directors  may  expel  or  suspend 
any  member  of  the  club  whose  conduct  shall  be 
pronounced  prejudicial  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
club  and  to  the  game  of  golf. 
Section  2.  No  member  shall  be  expelled  or  sus- 
pended under  this  provision  unless  he  shall  have 
had  at  least  ten  days'  notice  in  writing  of  the 
charges  against  him  and  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  in  his  own  defense. 

Article  VIII 
Section  1.  No  contract  for  repairs,  alterations, 
or  other  special  expenses  shall  be  made  by  any 
of  the  committees  until  the  same  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Directors,  although  the 
Directors  may,  if  they  see  fit,  allow  any  committee 
to  incur  a  moderate  expense  for  anything  of  im- 
mediate necessity. 
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Section  2.    A  monthly  report  shall  be  prepared 
and  sent  to  the  President,  Treasurer,  and  Chair- 
man of  each  committee  showing — 
1st.    The  income  and  outgo  of  each  department 

for  the  month  and  year  to  date. 
2d.    The  available  balance  of  budget  for  each 

committee. 

The  Treasurer  shall  not  pay  any  amount  above  the 

budget  appropriations  for  any  committee  without 

the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

No  payment  from  the  so-called  "emergency  fund'* 

of  $10,000  in  the  Finance  Committee  budget  shall 

be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of 

Directors. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  act  as  a  budget 
committee. 

An  Advisory  Committee  of  Three  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  to  act  with  him. 

Article  IX 

Section  1.  The  salaries  of  all  employees  shall 
be  determined  by  the  committee  hiring  the  em- 
ployee, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 
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Article  X 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  take  away  from  the 
clubhouse  or  premises  any  property  belonging 
to  the  club  or  wilfully  destroy  or  deface  any  of 
the  club  property. 

Article  XI 

Section  1.  The  club  will  not  be  responsible  under 
any  circumstances  for  articles  lost  or  missing 
from  the  clubhouse  or  premises.  All  lost  articles 
found  on  the  premises  should  be  left  with  the 
superintendent  at  the  office. 

Article  XII 

Section  1.  No  member  or  guest  shall  be  allowed, 
under  any  pretext  whatever,  to  give  money  or 
other  gratuity  to  any  one  in  the  employ  of  the 
club. 

Article  XIII 
Section  1.    Dogs  are  not  allowed  in  the  clubhouse 
at  any  time,  but  are  allowed  about  the  club 
grounds  if  on  leash. 

Article  XIV 
Section  1.    A  visitor  is  a  person  who  resides 
within  thirty  miles  of  the  clubhouse  and  must 
not  be  introduced  oftener  than  once  in  thirty  days. 
Section  2.    All  visitors  must  be  accompanied  by 
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a  member,  and  a  fee  of  three  dollars  per  day  or 
part  of  a  day  will  be  charged  for  each  visitor 
playing  golf.  No  visitor  will  be  allowed  to  play 
golf  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  or  Holidays. 

Article  XV 

Section  1.  A  stranger  is  a  person  residing  more 
than  thirty  miles  from  the  clubhouse,  and  may 
be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  club  on  the 
invitation  of  a  member  for  such  a  period  and  on 
such  terms  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  deter- 
mine. The  member  introducing  will  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  indebtedness  and  conduct  of  the 
stranger. 

A  stranger  may  play  golf  any  day  on  payment  of 
the  same  golf  fee  as  is  charged  visitors. 

Article  XVI 
Section  1 .    No  member  shall  introduce  more  than 
three  guests  on  any  one  day  between  April  1  and 
July  1,  or  between  September  1  and  December  1. 

Article  XVII 
Section  1.    These  By-laws  may  be  amended  by 
a  three-fifths  vote  of  the  entire  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, a  five  days*  notice  in  writing  of  the  proposed 
amendment  having  been  sent  to  each  director. 


MEMBERSHIP 


Article  I 

Active  Members  shall  be  the  duly  elected  men  and 
women  members  of  the  club  who  have  paid  the 
regular  initiation  fee  and  annual  dues. 

INITIATION  FEE 

Each  person  elected  to  membership  in  the  club  is 
charged  an  initiation  fee  of  two  hundred  dollars. 
Junior  members,  when  taking  full  membership, 
are  charged  one  himdred  dollars. 

Article  II 

DEBENTURES 

Every  new  member  must  subscribe  for  a  deben- 
ture, which  may  be  paid  for  in  full  five  hundred 
dollars  or  in  instalments  of  sixty-five  dollars  each 
for  ten  years. 

ANNUAL  DUES 

Single  Membership.  Annual  dues  are  eighty- 
five  dollars  for  debenture  holders  and  one  hundred 
and  thirty-five  for  non-debenture  holders.  Single 
membership  is  intended  for  single  men  only,  and 
a  married  man  cannot  take  a  single  membership.

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Article  III 


Family  Membership.  Annual  dues  are  ninety- 
five  dollars  for  debenture  holders  and  one  hundred 
and  forty-five  dollars  for  non-debenture  holders. 
Rights  Under  a  Family  Membership.  The 
wife,  unmarried  or  widowed  daughters,  the  sisters, 
and  boys  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  domiciled 
with  the  member,  shall  constitute  the  family,  and 
shall  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  club,  except  golf. 


A  charge  is  made  for  each  person  who  plays  golf 
and  he  may  elect  whether  to  pay  by  the  season  or 
by  the  day. 


There  will  be  no  restriction  upon  the  golf  playing 
of  junior  and  associate  members.  They  may  play 
at  any  time  and  upon  either  course,  subject  only 
to  the  regulations  and  limitations  applicable  to 
active  members,  including  the  rules  made  for 
general  observance  by  the  Golf  Committee.  In 
other  words,  they  will  have  the  same  golf  privi- 
leges as  active  members.

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Article  IV 

JUNIOR  AND  ASSOCIATE  MEMBERS 

Junior  and  Associate  members  are  sons  of  a  mem- 
ber, domiciled  with  him. 

Jmiior  membership  (ages  twenty-one  to  twenty- 
seven  inclusive)  is  fifty  dollars. 
Associate  membership  (ages  sixteen  to  twenty 
inclusive)  is  twenty  dollars. 

The  initiation  fee  of  juniors  who,  during  the  year, 
reach  the  age  of  twenty-eight  and  who  desire  to 
become  regular  active  members,  will  be  one-half 
the  regular  initiation  fee,  or  one  hundred  dollars. 
In  the  event  there  is  then  no  vacancy  in  the 
active  membership  list,  the  Directors  will  grant  a 
temporary  club  privilege,  including  golf,  upon  re- 
ceipt of  an  application  for  active  membership  (for 
which  no  charge  other  than  the  junior  dues,  if  any 
be  payable,  will  be  made)  until  such  time  as  a  va- 
cancy occurs.  This  will  enable  the  junior  to  con- 
tinue uninterruptedly  his  connection  with  the 
club. 

Upon  admission  to  active  membership  before 
completion  of  the  year  (or  half  year)  for  which 
jimior  dues  shall  have  been  paid,  credit  pro  rata  for 
the  unexpired  portion  of  the  period  will  be  made 
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on  the  dues  and  charges  for  the  new  membership. 
Preference  will  be  given  to  juniors  in  such  cases 
over  those  on  the  waiting  list. 

Article  V 

Women  are  eligible  for  election  to  membership  in 
the  club  on  payment  of  the  same  initiation  fee  and 
annual  dues  as  apply  to  men.  Women  shall  enjoy 
the  same  privileges  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalties  as  men. 

Article  VI 

Any  officer  of  the  Army  or  Navy  or  any  citizen 
of  a  foreign  country  who  is  a  Consular  Officer 
may  be  elected  to  membership  in  the  club;  he 
shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  an  initiation 
fee  and  may  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  the  club 
except  that  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  hold  office, 
nor  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  club,  nor  to  pro- 
pose or  second  a  candidate  for  membership,  nor 
shall  he  have  any  interest  or  ownership  in  the 
club  property. 

Article  VII 

Honorary  Membership  may  be  conferred  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
club,  candidates  having  been  proposed  as  required 
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for  Active  Membership.  Honorary  Members  shall 
not  hold  office,  vote  at  meetings,  nor  propose  or 
second  candidates  for  membership,  but  may  enjoy 
all  other  rights  and  privileges  of  Active  Members. 

Akticle  VIII 

NON-RESIDENT  MEMBERSHIP  FIFTY  DOLLARS 

Persons  having  no  usual  place  of  residence,  busi- 
ness, or  study  within  thirty  miles  of  the  club- 
house, may  be  elected  Non-resident  Members, 
and  shall  pay  one-half  the  regular  initiation  fee 
and  fifty  dollars  annual  dues.  Any  member  who 
moves  his  usual  place  of  residence,  business, 
or  study  to  a  distance  of  thirty  miles  from  the 
clubhouse  may,  by  giving  written  notice  to  the 
Secretary  and  upon  receiving  written  advice 
from  him,  become  a  Non-resident  Member  at 
the  expiration  of  the  current  half  year,  but  he 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  rebate  on  his  original 
initiation  fee.  A  Non-resident  Member  who  shall 
acquire  a  usual  place  of  residence,  business,  or 
study  within  thirty  miles  of  the  clubhouse,  may 
become  a  resident  member  by  paying  the  residue 
of  the  regular  initiation  fee  which  was  in  force 
at  the  time  of  his  election,  and  also  his  propor- 
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tion  of  the  current  annual  dues.  Non-resident 
Members  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  nor  to  hold 
office,  nor  to  propose  or  second  a  candidate  for 
membership,  nor  shall  they  have  any  interest 
or  ownership  in  the  club  property.  In  all  other 
matters  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privi- 
leges and  subject  to  the  same  penalties  as  Active 
Members.  They  shall  be  proposed  and  elected 
in  the  same  manner  as  required  for  Active  Mem- 
bers. 


HOUSE  RULES 


Rule  I 

Matters  pertaining  to  the  clubhouses  and  garage 
are  in  charge  of  the  House  Committee,  and  all 
suggestions  and  complaints  relating  thereto  should 
be  made  in  writing  to  this  committee.

Members  or  guests  are  requested  not  to  reprimand 
club  employees.

The  House  Committee  may,  at  its  discretion,  rent 
to  members  a  limited  number  of  sleeping  rooms, 
by  the  month  or  by  the  season. 

Rule  V 

All  other  sleeping  rooms  may  be  engaged  by  mem- 
bers for  not  more  than  three  nights,  after  which 
time  the  room  is  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  next

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applicant,  or  possession  may  be  taken  by  the 
House  Committee.  Notice  of  intention  to  vacate 
must  be  given  at  the  office  before  12  m.  or  the 
room  will  be  charged  for  whether  occupied  or  not. 
A  member  having  a  room  cannot  engage  another 
room  until  the  termination  of  the  existing  engage- 
ment, and  cannot  transfer  his  right  to  any  other 
person. 

Rule  VI 

A  visitor  is  not  allowed  to  occupy  a  sleeping  room. 
A  stranger  may  occupy  a  sleeping  room  during  the 
period  of  his  introduction  if  the  room  is  not  re- 
quired by  a  member. 

Rule  VII 

An  extra  charge  will  be  made  for  meals  served  in 
sleeping  rooms. 

Rule  VIII 

The  main  restaurant  will  be  open  from  7  a.m  until 
8  P.M.  throughout  the  year. 

Rule  IX 

No  restaurant  orders  will  be  accepted  after  8  p.m. 
except  on  special  occasions  of  club  entertainment 
when  orders  will  be  accepted  until  11  p.m.

Spiked  or  hobnail  shoes  must  not  be  worn  in  the 
clubhouse  above  the  locker  room  floor. 

Rule  XVIII 

No  member  or  guest  shall,  under  any  pretext 
whatever,  give  money  or  other  gratuity  to  a  club 
employee. 

Rule  XIX 
Dogs  are  not  allowed  in  the  clubhouse. 

Rule  XX 

Members  desiring  lockers  should  make  written 
application  to  the  House  Committee.  Members 
who  have  lockers  must  include  locker  rent  with 
their  dues,  and  any  failure  to  do  so  will  be  con- 
strued that  the  lockers  are  no  longer  wanted  and 
all  such  lockers  will  be  assigned  to  other  members. 

Rule  XXI 

The  clubhouse  will  be  closed  at  11  p.m.  and  after 
that  hour  admittance  may  be  claimed  by  lodgers 
only.

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GOLF  RULES 


Rule  I 

Matters  relating  to  the  golf  courses  and  every- 
thing pertaining  to  their  upkeep  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Greens  Committee,  and  all  sugges- 
tions and  complaints  relating  thereto  should  be 
made  to  this  committee  in  writing. 

Rule  II 

Matters  pertaining  to  tournaments,  special  con- 
tests, and  conduct  of  players  on  the  course,  handi- 
caps, prizes,  rules  of  golf,  caddie  master  and 
caddies,  are  all  under  the  control  of  the  Golf 
Committee,  and  any  suggestions  or  complaints 
relating  thereto  should  be  made  to  this  committee 
in  writing. 

Rule  III 

All  matters  pertaining  to  women's  club  tourna- 
ments, special  contests  and  matches,  handicapping 
and  prizes,  and  rules  governing  the  same,  are  in 
charge  of  the  Women's  Golf  Committee,  and  all 
suggestions  and  complaints  relating  thereto  should 
be  made  to  this  committee  in  writing. 
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Rule  IV 

A  schedule  of  golf  events  shall  be  issued  annually- 
giving  time  and  conditions  of  all  tournament  play. 

Rule  V 

Starting  time  for  not  more  than  one  week  in  ad- 
vance of  any  Saturday,  Sunday,  Holiday  or  Special 
Tournament  day,  may  be  arranged  by  writing, 
telephoning  or  applying  in  person  at  the  club- 
house. On  all  other  days  players  shall  start  in  the 
order  that  they  arrive  at  the  first  tee. 

Rule  VI 

Players  must,  on  all  occasions,  register  their 
names  with  the  caddie  master  before  starting  to 
play. 

Rule  VH 

Players  waiting  for  their  turn  to  start  are  re- 
quested to  do  their  practise  swinging  away  from 
the  teeing  ground. 

Rule  VIII 

Children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  are  not  al- 
lowed to  play  on  the  course. 
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Rule  IX 

Members  may  obtain  handicaps  by  making  appli- 
cation to  the  Golf  Committee  and  furnishing  three 
certijSed  scores  for  the  full  round  of  Course  No.  1. 

Rule  X 

Entries  for  tournaments  may  be  made  with  the 
caddie  master  at  the  time  of  starting  except  when 
otherwise  provided  for  by  the  Golf  Committee. 

Rule  XI 

Members  desiring  partners  can  usually  arrange 
for  matches  through  the  caddie  master. 

Rule  XH 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  local  ground 
rules,  the  rules  of  the  United  States  Golf  Associa- 
tion shall  govern  in  all  tournament  play. 

Rule  XIII 

Players  shall  not  keep  their  own  scores.  Scores  for 
each  hole  shall  be  kept  by  a  marker  or  by  each 
competitor  keeping  and  certifying  the  other's 
score.  Scores  must  be  turned  in  immediately  on 
completion  of  the  round  or  match  for  which  the 
score  is  kept. 
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Rule  XIV 

Players  are  expected  at  all  times  strictly  to  observe 
the  Etiquette  of  Golf. 

Rule  XV 

Any  uncertainty  as  to  the  interpretation  of  rules  or 
disputes  arising  from  the  rules  should  be  deferred 
at  once  to  the  Golf  Committee. 

Rule  XVI 

No  player  in  any  handicap  event  shall  receive 
more  than  one  prize. 

Rule  XVII 

Matches  that  are  to  be  played  on  or  before  a  cer- 
tain date  must  be  played,  or  default  agreed  to, 
within  the  given  period,  or  the  players  will  be 
defaulted. 

Rule  XVIII 

A  player  who  has  tied  for  gross  and  net  prizes  in 
any  handicap  event  may  elect  which  tie  he  shall 
play  off.  In  electing  to  play  off  one  tie  he  forfeits 
all  rights  to  the  other. 

A  player  who  has  tied  for  gross  and  won  a  net 
prize  in  any  handicap  event  may  elect  to  play 
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off  the  gross  tie  or  take  the  net  which  he  has  won. 
In  electing  to  play  off  the  gross  tie  he  forfeits  all 
rights  to  the  net  prize. 

All  ties  must  be  played  off  within  a  period  of  three 
weeks  after  the  date  on  which  the  ties  occurred, 
or  the  players  shall  be  defaulted. 

Rule  XIX 

The  Golf  Committee  reserves  the  right  to  cancel 
or  postpone  any  event. 

Rule  XX 

All  records  of  the  course  must  be  established  on  the 
full  length  course  and  will  be  recognized  only 
when  made  in  tournament  play.  Any  member  who 
breaks  the  record  of  the  course  shall  be  awarded  a 
suitable  prize. 

Rule  XXI 

No  professionals  other  than  those  employed  by 
the  club  are  permitted  to  use  the  course  without 
the  permission  of  the  Golf  Committee. 

Rule  XXII 

Players  are  not  allowed  to  play  practise  strokes 
from  any  tee  or  on  any  fairway.  Practise  putts  and 
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approach  shots  are  not  allowed  to  or  on  any 
green. 

Rule  XXIH 

Players  are  not  allowed  to  cut  in  at  any  hole  on 
Saturdays,  Sundays,  Tournament  days,  and 
Holidays. 

Rule  XXIV 

Dogs  are  not  allowed  on  the  course  except  on 
leash. 


LOCAL  GROUND  RULES 

Rule  I 

No.   4.  Over  white  line  at  left  of  course 
No.   9.  Gravel  pit  beyond  putting  green 
No.  11.  Over  white  line  at  left  of  course 
No.  12.  Over  fence  at  left  of  course

Rule  II 

The  penalty  for  out  of  bounds  is  loss  of  distance 
only. 

Rule  III 

A  ball  on  the  wrong  putting  green  or  on  the  bowl- 
ing green  shall  be  dropped  by  the  player  on  the 
fair  green  not  nearer  the  hole,  without  penalty. 

Rule  IV 

In  all  other  matters  the  rules  of  the  United  States 
Golf  Association  shall  govern. 


Out  of 
Bounds 
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ETIQUETTE  OF  GOLF 

1.  No  one  should  stand  close  to  or  directly  be- 
hind the  ball,  move,  or  talk,  when  a  player  is  mak- 
ing a  stroke.  On  the  putting  green  no  one  should 
stand  beyond  the  hole  in  the  line  of  a  player *s 
stroke. 

2.  The  player  who  has  the  honor  should  be 
allowed  to  play  before  his  opponent  tees  his  ball. 

3.  No  player  should  play  from  the  tee  until  the 
party  in  front  have  played  their  second  strokes 
and  are  out  of  range,  nor  play  up  to  the  putting 
green  till  the  party  in  front  have  holed  out  and 
moved  away. 

4.  Players  who  have  holed  out  should  not  try 
their  putts  over  again  when  other  players  are 
following  them. 

5.  Players  looking  for  a  lost  ball  should  allow 
other  matches  coming  up  to  pass  them;  they 
should  signal  to  the  players  following  them  to 
pass,  and  having  given  such  a  signal,  they  should 
not  continue  their  play  until  these  players  have 
passed  and  are  out  of  reach. 

6.  Turf  cut  or  displaced  by  a  player  should  be 
at  once  replaced  and  pressed  down  with  the  foot. 
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7.  A  player  should  carefully  fill  up  all  holes  made 
by  himself  in  a  bunker. 

8.  Players  should  see  that  their  caddies  do  not 
injure  the  holes  on  the  green  by  standing  close 
to  them. 

9.  A  player  who  has  incurred  a  penalty  stroke 
should  state  the  fact  to  his  opponent  as  soon  as 
possible. 

10.  Players  who  do  not  continue  in  the  match 
play  rounds  of  a  tournament  forfeit  any  prize 
they  may  have  won  in  the  qualifying  round. 


CADDIE  RULES 


Rule  I 

The  caddie  master  shall  register  the  names  of  the 
caddies  and  number  them  in  regular  order,  and 
they  shall  be  assigned  in  that  order  to  the  members 
employing  them. 

Rule  II 

Caddies  may  be  engaged  through  the  caddie 
master  only  after  players  have  arrived  at  the 
clubhouse. 

Rule  III 

Members  must  sign  cards  for  their  caddies,  and 
cash  payment  to  them  is  positively  prohibited. 

Rule  IV 

Gratuities  to  caddies  are  not  allowed. 

Rule  V 

The  club  caddies  are  expected  to  know  their  duties 
and  have  been  furnished  with  instructions,  copies 
of  which  may  be  obtained  at  the  office.  If  caddies 
do  not  observe  these  instructions,  they  should  be 
reported  to  the  caddie  master. 
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Rule  VI 

Caddies  are  not  allowed  to  loiter  about  the  grounds 
and  must  not  offer  golf  balls  for  sale.  A  caddie 
violating  this  rule  will  be  suspended.  Members 
are  requested  to  co-operate  by  taking  the  caddie's 
name  and  number,  and  reporting  him  to  the 
caddie  master. 

Rule  VII 

Caddies  must  replace  all  turf  cut  or  displaced  by 
the  player,  fill  up  all  holes  made  in  bunkers  and 
do  their  best  to  preserve  and  improve  the  course. 


TENNIS  RULES 

Rule  I 

Matters  pertaining  to  tennis,  tournaments,  club 
matches,  rules  of  tennis,  decisions  on  rules,  prizes, 
and  conduct  of  players  are  all  under  the  control 
of  the  Tennis  Committee,  and  all  suggestions  and 
complaints  relating  thereto  should  be  made  to 
this  committee  in  writing. 

Rule  II 

Women,  juniors,  and  associates  may  use  the  courts 
when  the  courts  are  not  desired  by  men  members, 
or  when  playing  with  men  members. 

Rule  III 

Courts  may  be  reserved  for  one  hour  each  day  for 
singles,  or  for  one  hour  and  a  half  for  doubles,  not 
more  than  one  week  in  advance,  by  telephoning  or 
applying  in  person  to  the  caddie  master. 

Rule  IV 

Each  player  will  be  limited  to  one  period  of  con- 
tinuous play  if  others  are  waiting  to  occupy  the 
courts. 

Rule  V 

Rubber  soled  shoes  without  heels  in  any  form  must 
be  used  on  the  courts. 
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WINTER  SPORTS 

Rule  I 

All  matters  pertaining  to  skating  and  special 
privileges  applying  thereto,  curling,  ice  hockey, 
ice  carnivals,  and  all  other  winter  sports,  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Winter  Sports  Committee 
and  all  suggestions  and  complaints  relating  thereto 
should  be  made  to  this  committee  in  writing. 

Rule  II 

The  carrying  of  sticks  or  hockeys  on  any  portion 
of  the  pond,  except  that  reserved  for  hockey 
rinks,  is  positively  prohibited. 

Rule  III 

No  games  or  sports  that  endanger  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  others  are  permitted  on  the  pond. 

Rule  IV 

Members  are  expected  to  preserve  order  on  the 
pond,  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  property,  and 
to  see  that  those  who  have  no  right  to  the  priv- 
ileges of  the  pond  are  prevented  from  coming 
there. 

Before  inviting  a  guest  to  the  skating  pond  the 
member  should  ascertain  if  the  person  invited  has 
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skated  on  the  pond  within  the  prescribed  time 
limit  of  two  weeks.  A  member  introducing  a  guest 
must  register  the  guest's  name  in  the  book  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  or  must  furnish  the  one 
introduced  with  a  guest  card.  In  cases  of  emergency 
only,  these  cards  may  be  obtained  by  telephoning 
the  club  office  and  having  a  card  sent  to  the 
skating  house. 

The  Winter  Sports  Committee  may,  at  its  dis- 
cretion, grant  visitors,  who  have  skated  on  the 
pond  within  two  weeks,  further  privilege  at  a 
charge  of  fifty  cents  per  day.

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I 

NAME,  LOCATION  AND  MEMBERSHIP 

The  name  shall  be  the  Brae-Burn  Country  Club,  and 
the  Club  shall  be  located  in  Newton.  The  active  member- 
ship shall  consist  of  men  and  women  and  shall  be  limited  to 
such  numbers  as  the  Directors  shall  determine  by  a  three- 
fifths  vote. 

ARTICLE  II 
OBJECT 

The  object  of  the  Club  shall  be  for  the  encouragement 
of  athletic  sports,  and  especially  the  playing,  advancement 
and  cultivation  of  the  ancient  and  royal  game  of  golf. 

ARTICLE  III 

OFFICERS  AND  BOARD  OF  GOVERNMENT 

The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Treas- 
urer and  Clerk  (hereafter  referred  to  as  Secretary),  who, 
with  six  others,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors. 
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ARTICLE  IV 

FISCAL  YEAR 

The  Fiscal  Year  shall  be  from  April  ist  to  March  31st 
of  the  following  year. 

ARTICLE  V 
MEETINGS  OF  THE  CLUB 

Section  i.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Wednesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of 
March  of  each  year,  in  Newton. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Calling  the  roll. 

2.  Reading  the  minutes. 

3.  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

4.  Report  of  the  Secretary. 

5.  Report  of  the  President. 

6.  Other  reports  and  communications. 

7.  Election  of  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

8.  New  business. 

Section  2.  Special  Meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  whenever  the  Directors  may  deem  it  necessary.  No- 
tice of  a  special  meeting  shall  briefly  state  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  called. 

Section  3.  Notices  of  all  Club  meetings  shall  set  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Sec- 
retary and  served  by  mailing  a  copy,  postpaid,  to  each 
member  at  his  or  her  registered  address,  not  less  than  seven 
days  prior  to  the  date  set  for  said  meeting. 

Section  4.    Quorum  at  any  Club  meeting  shall  con- 
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sist  of  not  less  than  five  members,  who  shall  represent  in 
person  and  by  proxy  three-tenths  of  the  members.  If  no 
quorum  is  present,  the  presiding  otficer  shall  adjourn  the 
meeting  to  any  other  time  within  two  weeks,  and  in  like 
manner  from  time  to  time  until  quorum  is  obtained. 

Section  5.  Voting.  At  all  Club  meetings  each  mem- 
ber shall  cast  one  vote.  Absent  members  may  vote  by 
proxy  authorized  in  writing.  All  proxies  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Secretary  at  or  before  the  time  of  voting. 

Section  6.  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
take  place  when  and  where,  as  they  may  determine,  due 
notice  of  which  must  be  sent  to  each  Director  by  the  Sec- 
retary. Four  members  must  be  present  to  constitute  a 
quorum  for  transaction  of  business.  All  matters  except 
those  specially  provided  for  hereinafter  shall  be  decided  by 
a  majority  vote. 

ARTICLE  VI 
ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  i.  The  Treasurer  and  Clerk  (hereafter  re- 
ferred to  as  Secretary)  and  eight  others,  who  with  these 
two  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  ten  Directors,  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club,  or  ad- 
journment thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  office  from  the  time 
of  their  election  until  the  end  of  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  or 
until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 

Section  2.  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall 
be  chosen  by  ballot  of  the  Board  of  Directors  from  among 
themselves,  immediately  after  their  election. 
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Section  3.  Any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  Direc- 
tors from  death,  resignation  or  inability,  shall  be  filled  by 
the  remaining  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  at  their 
next  meeting,  the  voting  to  be  done  by  ballot. 

ARTICLE  VII 
DUTIES  OF  DIRECTORS 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  make  such 
rules  as  to  the  use  of  the  Links  and  Club  House,  and  the 
management  thereof,  as  it  may  find  expedient  from  time  to 
time,  and  as  shall  be  consistent  with  these  By-Laws.  It 
shall  control  the  expenses  and  charges  of  the  Club,  author- 
ize the  employment  of  such  assistants  and  servants  as  it 
shall  deem  expedient,  and  receive  and  consider  complaints, 
provided  the  same  be  properly  made  to  it  in  writing. 

Section  2.  It  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  any 
sub-committees  which  it  may  deem  necessary,  either  from 
its  own  number  or  from  the  other  members  of  the  Club, 
and  to  abolish  the  same  or  remove  any  member  thereof. 

Section  3.  To  fill  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, which  may  occur  from  any  cause.  All  such  elections 
to  be  done  by  ballot. 

Section  4.  To  admit  members  to  the  Club  (one  ad- 
verse ballot  excluding),  and  to  expel  and  suspend  members 
by  majority  vote. 

Section  5.  To  make  rules  for  the  use  of  the  Club 
property  by  the  members,  or  such  other  persons  as  the 
Directors  may  by  rules  provide. 

Section  6.    To  fix  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the 
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Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Rules,  and  to  enforce  the 
same. 

Section  7.  To  call  special  meetings  of  the  Club  to 
consider  specific  subjects. 

Section  8.  To  make,  alter  and  amend  rules  for  their 
own  government,  and  to  fix  and  enforce  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  such  rules. 

Section  9.  To  confer  honorary  membership  by 
unanimous  vote,  the  candidates  having  been  proposed  as 
required  for  active  membership. 

Section  10.  To  fix  the  amount  of  admission  fee  and 
annual  dues. 

Section  ii.  To  select  the  Insignia  and  Colors  of  the 
Club. 


ARTICLE  VIII 
DUTIES  OF  PRESIDENT  AND  VICE-PRESIDENT 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  members  and  of  the  Board,  shall  appoint  all 
committees,  and  shall  be  a  member,  ex-officio,  of  all  com- 
mittees of  the  Directors,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Treas- 
urer, shall  sign  all  checks ;  and  shall  exercise  a  general 
supervision  of  the  Club's  affairs. 

Section  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the 
Vice-President  shall  perform  his  duties,  and  in  the  absence 
of  the  Vice-President,  the  Directors  shall  choose  one  of  their 
number  to  be  President  pro  tempore. 
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ARTICLE  IX 


DUTIES  OF  TREASURER 

Section  i.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  dues  and 
initiation  fees,  and  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  and 
accounts  of  the  Club.  He  shall  pay  all  bills  of  less  than 
Ten  ($10)  Dollars  at  his  discretion,  and  all  over  Ten  (;^io) 
Dollars  that  have  been  approved  by  the  Chairman  or  a 
majority  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  shall  present  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Club  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall,  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Club,  submit  a  detailed  report,  approved  by 
the  Finance  Committee,  upon  the  financial  transactions  of 
the  Club  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  He  shall  have  the 
custody  of  the  Club's  Seal. 

ARTICLE  X 

DUTIES  OF  SECRETARY 

Section  i.  The  Secretary  shall  be  sworn,  and  shall 
keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  Club  and  Directors'  meetings, 
and  perform  all  other  duties  incident  to  his  office.  In  his 
absence  from  any  meeting,  a  Secretary  or  Clerk  pro  tem- 
pore shall  be  chosen.  The  Secretary  shall  also  attend  to  all 
official  correspondence  of  the  Club,  and  shall  also  give 
notice  of  all  meetings  and  such  other  events  as  may  be 
necessary  from  time  to  time.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  the 
Secretary  shall  submit  report  of  the  previous  year's  history 
of  the  Club. 
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ARTICLE  XI 


STANDING  COMMITTEES 

The  President  shall  appoint  annually  the  following 
Standing  Committees,  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each 
constituting  a  quorum  :  — 

Section  i.  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of 
three  members,  to  which  all  applications  for  membership 
shall  be  referred  by  the  Secretary  before  they  are  acted  on 
by  the  Governing  Committee. 

Section  2.  A  Green  Committee,  consisting  of  five 
members,  which  shall  have  control  of  the  links,  and  special 
rules  applying  thereto. 

Section  3.  A  Tournament  Committee,  consisting  of 
three  members,  which  shall  have  control  of  tournaments, 
handicapping,  and  other  matters  relating  thereto,  the  chair- 
man of  which  shall  be  the  Captain  of  the  Club. 

Section  4.  A  Finance  Committee,  consisting  of 
three  members,  of  whom  the  Treasurer  shall  be  one.  It 
shall  examine,  audit  and  certify  all  bills  incurred  by  the 
Club ;  bills  incurred  by  the  sub-committees  having  been 
first  approved  by  the  respective  chairmen  thereof. 

Section  5.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  three 
members,  which  shall  have  control  of  all  matters  relating  to 
the  Club  House,  and  any  entertainments  held  therein. 

ARTICLE  XII 
AMENDMENTS 
Section  i.    This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by 
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a  two-thirds  vote  at  any  regularly  called  meeting  of  the 
Club,  the  notice  of  which  must  state  the  gist  of  the  pro- 
posed Amendments. 
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BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I 

ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Section  i.  At  the  Annual  Meeting,  the  Directors 
shall,  through  the  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  President, 
make  a  full  report  of  their  proceedings  during  the  previous 
year,  and  recommend  such  measures  as  they  may  deem 
advisable. 

ARTICLE  II 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS 

Section  i.  a  proposal  for  membership  shall  be  signed 
by  two  members  other  than  members  who  are  Directors, 
who  shall  give  to  the  Secretary  a  written,  dated  application 
stating  the  full  name,  occupation  and  residence  of  the  can- 
didate, with  such  references  and  remarks  as  they  may 
choose  to  make.  The  Secretary  shall  send  this  application 
to  the  Membership  Committee,  who  shall  investigate  the 
candidate,  and  if  with  favorable  results,  the  name  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Directors  by  letter  ballot  One  negative 
vote  shall  exclude  the  candidate  from  election.    If  elected. 
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the  name  shall  go  on  the  waiting  list  and  be  taken  up  in 
rotation  for  membership,  when  a  vacancy  occurs. 

ARTICLE  III 

ADMISSION  TO  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  i.  a  candidate  whose  name  has  been 
reached  on  the  waiting  list,  shall  be  notified  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  his  admission,  and  be  therewith  presented  with  bill 
for  initiation  fee  and  annual  dues,  which  must  be  paid 
within  ten  days  from  date,  or  the  election  be  declared  null 
and  void.  No  second  notice  shall  be  served.  Candidates 
admitted  after  September  ist  shall  be  charged  one-half  the 
annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  IV 

HONORARY  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  i.  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred 
by  an  unanimous  vote  of  any  meeting  of  the  Club,  or  as 
provided  in  Article  VII,  Section  9,  of  Constitution. 

Section  2.  Honorary  members  shall  not  hold  office, 
vote  at  meetings,  or  hold  any  right,  title  or  interest  in  the 
property  of  the  Club,  but  may  enjoy  all  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  active  membership. 

ARTICLE  V 

FEES  AND  ANNUAL  DUES 

Section  i.  The  amount  of  admission  fee,  annual 
dues,  and  other  fees,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Directors. 
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Section  2.  Annual  dues  are  payable  April  first  of 
each  year.  Notice  of  annual  dues  shall  be  sent  March 
seventeenth,  and  the  names  of  all  members  whose  dues  re- 
main unpaid  May  first  shall  be  handed  to  the  Directors  for 
such  action  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Section  3.  All  indebtedness  of  members  (excepting 
annual  dues)  shall  be  paid  before  the  twentieth  day  of  the 
month  following  that  in  which  the  indebtedness  has  been 
contracted.  The  names  of  any  members  whose  indebted- 
ness shall  not  have  been  paid  within  this  time  shall  be 
posted  at  the  club  house,  and  if  the  indebtedness  is  not 
paid  before  the  last  day  of  the  month  they  shall  receive 
no  further  credit  and  may  be  expelled  from  the  Club  and 
cease  to  have  any  ownership  in  the  Club  property. 

ARTICLE  VI 

RESIGNATIONS 

Section  i.  All  resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing 
and  sent  to  the  Secretary.  Resignations  shall  be  acted 
upon  by  the  Directors.  Acceptance  of  resignation  shall 
not  release  the  ex-member  from  payment  of  any  dues 
that  may  be  in  arrears.  A  member  resigning  shall  cease 
to  have  any  ownership  in  the  Club  property. 

ARTICLE  Vll 

EXPENDITURES 

Section  i.  No  contract  for  repairs,  alterations  or 
other  special  expenses  shall  be  made  by  any  of  the  Com- 
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mittees  until  the  same  has  been  approved  by  the  Directors, 
although  the  Directors  may,  if  they  see  fit,  allow  any 
Committee  to  incur  any  moderate  expenses  for  anything  of 
immediate  necessity. 

ARTICLE  VllI 
SALARIES 

Section  i.  Salaries  of  all  employees  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Committee  hiring  the  employee,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  IX 

DUTIES  AND  POWERS 

Section  i.  The  duties  and  powers  of  the  various 
sub-committees  shall  be  defined  and  decided  by  the  Di- 
rectors. 

ARTICLE  X 
ABSENCE 

Section  i.  In  case  of  any  temporary  absence  of  any 
member  of  the  Club,  a  remission  of  dues  may  be  granted 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Directors. 

ARTICLE  XI 

AMENDMENT 

Section  i.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a 
three-fifths  vote  of  the  whole  Board  of  Directors,  a  five 
days'  notice  in  writing  of  the  proposed  amendment  having 
been  given  each  member. 
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CLASSES  OF  MEMBERSHIP  AND  DUES

INITIATION  FEE 

Each  person  elected  to  membership  in  the  Club  shall 
pay  an  initiation  fee  of  fifty  dollars. 

ANNUAL  DUES 

SINGLE  MEMBERSHIP 

Annual  dues  are  forty  dollars.  Single  membership  is 
intended  for  single  men  only,  and  a  married  man  is  not  sup- 
posed to  take  the  single  membership.  If  he  elects  to  do  so 
he  must  bear  in  mind  that  he  and  he  only  is  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  house  and  grounds,  and  that  the  members 
of  his  family  are  no  more  entitled  to  the  Club  privileges 
than  strangers. 

FAMILY  MEMBERSHIP 

Annual  dues  are  fifty  dollars. 

RIGHTS  UNDER  A  FAMILY  MEMBERSHIP 

The  wife,  unmarried  or  widowed  daughters,  the  sisters, 
the  sons  between  twelve  and  eighteen  years  of  age,  domi- 
ciled with  the  member,  shall  constitute  the  family,  and  shall 
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enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Club,  except  as  provided  in  the 
following  paragraph : 

GOLF  PLAYING  UNDER  FAMILY  MEMBERSHIP 

Two  persons  only  can  play  golf  under  a  family  mem- 
bership without  extra  charge,  the  member  and  one  other  of 
his  family ;  or  if  the  member  does  not  play,  then  two  others 
of  his  family,  and  the  two  members  who  are  to  play  under 
the  family  membership  must  be  designated  in  writing  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  Additional  members  of  the  fam- 
ily may  play  golf  upon  payment  of  ten  dollars  a  year  for 
each  additional  person. 

ASSOCIATE  MEMBERSHIP 

Annual  dues  are  ten  dollars.  An  associate  member  is 
the  son  (over  eighteen  years  of  age),  of  a  member,  living 
with  the  member,  and  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the 
Club,  including  golf  playing. 

MEMBERSHIP  FOR  WOMEN 

Women  are  eligible  for  election  to  membership  in  the 
Club  on  payment  of  the  same  dues  as  apply  to  men. 

ARMY  AND  NAVY  MEMBERSHIP 

Any  officer  of  the  army  or  navy  may  be  elected  to 
membership  in  the  Club,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  any  initiation  fee,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Club,  or  to  propose  or  to  second 
any  candidate  for  membership. 

NON-RESIDENT  MEMBERSHIP 

Persons  having  no  usual  place  of  residence,  business 
or  study  within  twenty-five  miles  of  the  club  house,  may 
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be  elected  non-resident  members,  and  shall  pay  one-half 
the  regular  initiation  fee  and  annual  dues ;  and  any  mem- 
ber who  moves  his  usual  place  of  residence,  business  or 
study  to  a  distance  of  twenty-five  miles  from  the  club  house 
may  become  a  non-resident  member  at  the  expiration  of  the 
current  half  year,  on  previous  notice  to  the  Secretary  and 
upon  written  advice  from  him,  but  he  shall  be  entitled  to  no 
rebate  on  his  original  initiation  fee.  A  non-resident  mem- 
ber who  shall  acquire  a  usual  place  of  residence,  business 
or  study  within  twenty-five  miles  of  the  club  house  may 
become  a  resident  member  and  shall  pay  the  residue  of  the 
regular  initiation  fees  which  were  in  force  at  the  time  of 
his  election,  and  also  his  proportion  of  the  current  annual 
dues.  Non-resident  members  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote, 
nor  to  hold  office,  nor  to  any  interest  in  the  property  of  the 
Club,  nor  the  use  of  the  golf  course  on  Saturday  afternoons 
and  holidays  except  from  July  5  to  September  i.  In  all 
other  matters  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges 
and  subject  to  the  same  penalties  as  members.  They  shall 
be  proposed  and  elected  in  the  same  manner  as  provided 
for  the  election  of  members. 
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VISITORS 


A  visitor  (that  is  a  person  who  resides  within  twenty- 
five  miles  of  the  club  house)  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
member  and  must  not  be  introduced  oftener  than  one  day 
in  each  month  without  the  consent  of  the  Directors.  A  vis- 
itor shall  pay  one  dollar  per  day  or  part  of  a  day  for  golf 
playing,  the  amount  to  be  charged  to  the  account  of  the 
member  introducing. 

No  member  shall  introduce  more  than  three  guests  on 
any  one  day  between  April  first  and  July  first,  or  between 
September  first  and  December  first. 

The  name  of  every  visitor  must  be  registered. 


STRANGERS 


A  stranger,  that  is,  a  person  residing  more  than  twenty- 
five  miles  from  the  club  house,  may  be  admitted  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Club  on  the  invitation  of  a  member  for 
such  a  period  and  on  such  terms  as  the  Directors  shall  de- 
termine. The  member  introducing  will  be  held  responsible 
for  the  indebtedness  incurred  by  the  stranger.

The  charges  for  rooms  are  exclusive  of  all  meals,  and 
in  the  case  of  double  rooms  are  the  same  whether  occupied 
by  one  person  or  two  persons. 

RESTAURANT 

The  restaurant  will  be  open  from  8  A.  M.  to  10.30  P.  M. 

throughout  the  year.  The  steward  will  serve  breakfast 
before  8  A.  M.  if  any  member  so  desires.  Meals  will  be 
served  a  la  carte  and  should  be  ordered  as  far  in  advance 
as  possible,  and  if  not  cancelled  within  three  hours  of  the 
hour  fixed  will  be  charged  to  the  member's  account. 

When  table  d'  bote  meals  are  to  be  served  due  notice 
will  be  sent  to  members. 

There  will  be  a  charge  for  service  for  meals  given  in 
the  private  dining  room. 

No  restaurant  orders  will  be  accepted  after  10  P.  M. 

Smoking  is  forbidden  in  the  restaurant.

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HOUSE  RULES 


BEDROOMS 

Bedrooms  may  be  engaged  by  members  for  not  more 
than  one  week,  after  which  time  the  room  is  to  be  at  the 
disposal  of  the  next  applicant,  or  possession  may  be  taken 
by  the  House  Committee.  Notice  of  intention  to  vacate 
must  be  given  at  the  office  before  12  M.,  or  the  room  will 
be  charged  for,  whether  used  or  not.  A  member  having  a 
room  cannot  engage  another  room  until  the  termination  of 
the  existing  engagement,  and  cannot  transfer  his  right  to 
any  other  person.  Applications  for  rooms  should  be  made 
to  the  Steward  of  the  Club,  and  will  be  considered  in  the 
order  of  their  receipt. 

A  visitor  is  not  allowed  to  occupy  a  bedroom.  A 
stranger  may  occupy  a  bedroom  during  the  period  of  his 
introduction,  provided  the  room  is  not  required  by  a  member. 

The  House  Committee  may,  at  its  discretion,  grant 
leases  of  a  limited  number  of  bedrooms  by  the  month  or 
season. 

No  refreshments  of  any  kind  will  be  served  in  bed- 
rooms. 
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LADIES'  APARTMENTS 

The  library  and  locker  room  on  the  second  floor  are 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  ladies.  Ladies  may  also  enjoy  the 
privileges  of  the  main  living  room,  billiard  room  and  res- 
taurant. 

GRATUITIES 

No  member  or  visitor  shall  be  allowed  to  give,  under 
any  pretext  whatever,  money  or  other  gratuity  to  any  one 
in  the  employ  of  the  Club.  Any  known  infringement  of 
this  rule  will  be  acted  upon  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

GENERAL 

A  member  introducing  a  visitor  must  register  the  visi- 
tor's name  in  the  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

No  person  shall  take  from  the  club  house  any  articles 
belonging  to  the  Club,  or  wilfully  destroy  or  deface  any  of 
the  club  property.  Any  known  infringement  of  this  rule 
will  be  acted  upon  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

No  game  for  the  wager  of  money  will  be  allowed  in 
the  Club. 

Dogs  are  not  allowed  in  the  club  house  above  the  base- 
ment. 

Members  are  not  allowed  in  the  serving  room  and 
kitchen. 

Members  should  place  their  complaints  in  the  boxes 
provided  for  the  purpose. 
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The  house  will  be  closed  at  ii  P.  M.,  and  after  that 
hour  admittance  can  be  claimed  by  lodgers  only. 

No  refreshments  of  any  kind  will  be  served  after  ii 

P.  M. 

These  rules  are  subject  to  change  by  the  House  Com- 
mittee or  Board  of  Directors. 

LOST  ARTICLES 

The  Club  will  not  be  responsible  under  any  circum- 
stances for  articles  lost  or  missing  from  the  club  house  or 
on  the  premises.  The  finder  of  any  such  article  is  requested 
to  hand  it  to  the  steward. 

STABLE 

Members  shall  not  leave  their  horses  at  the  door  in 
charge  of  house  servants,  but  are  requested  to  call  the 
stable  man  and  leave  them  with  him. 

No  charge  will  be  made  for  putting  up  horses,  except 
when  service  is  required  after  10.30  P.  M. 

The  charge  for  baiting  or  for  cleaning  a  horse  or  for 
washing  a  carriage  is  fifty  cents. 

For  service  after  10.30  P.  M.,  fifty  cents  extra  will  be 
charged. 

The  charge  for  boarding  a  horse  and  carriage  is  seven 
dollars  per  week,  and  for  a  saddle  horse,  six  dollars  per  week.

For  caddie  employed  during  lessons  or  practice, 

20  cents  for  the  first  hour  or  fraction  thereof, 

and  5  cents  for  each  additional  20  minutes  or 

fraction  thereof. 
During  open  tournament,  10  cents  extra  for  each 

continuous  employment  of  caddie. 
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2.  No  player  shall  engage  a  caddie  until  he  (the 

player)  has  arrived  at  the  grounds,  and  having 
engaged  a  caddie  and  failing  for  any  reason  to 
start  in  season  to  play  a  full  round  of  i8  holes, 
he  shall  pay  for  a  full  round  of  i8  holes. 

3.  All  payments  to  caddies  are  positively  prohibited. 

Members  must  sign  a  card  instead  on  every 
occasion. 

4.  All  unclaimed  balls  found  on  the  course  by  caddies

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ETIQUETTE  OF  GOLF 


UNITED  STATES  GOLF  ASSOCIATION  RULES 


The  following  established  rules  of  etiquette,  although  not  authorized  under 
the  present  code,  should  be  observed  by  all  golfers. 

1.  A  single  player  has  no  standing  and  must  always  give 

way  to  a  properly  constituted  match. 

2.  No  player,  caddie,  or  onlooker  should  move  or  talk 

during  a  stroke. 

3.  No  player  should  play  from  the  tee  until  the  party  in 

front  have  played  their  second  strokes  and  are  out  of 
range,  nor  play  up  to  the  putting  green  until  the 
party  in  front  have  holed  out  and  moved  away. 

4.  The  player  who  has  the  honor  should  be  allowed  to 

play  before  his  opponent  tees  his  ball. 

5.  Players  who  have  holed  out  should  not  try  their  puts 

over  again  when  other  players  are  following  them. 

6.  Players  looking  for  a  lost  ball  must  allow  other  matches 

coming  up  to  pass  them. 
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7.  Any  match  playing  a  whole  round  may  claim  the  right 

to  pass  a  match  playing  a  shorter  round,  or  a  match 
starting  at  other  than  the  first  tee.  While  a  three- 
ball  or  four-ball  match  may  be  passed  (Rule  i,  Def. 
A),  such  a  match  keeping  its  place  on  the  green 
should  be  treated  as  a  properly  constituted  match. 

8.  If  a  match  fail  to  keep  its  place  on  the  green,  and  lose 

in  distance  more  than  one  clear  hole  on  those  in  front, 
it  may  be  passed,  on  request  being  made. 

9.  Turf  cut  or  displaced  by  a  stroke  should  be  at  once  re- 

placed. 

10.  A  player  should  carefully  fill  up  all  holes  made  by 

himself  in  a  bunker. 
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TENNIS 


When  others  are  waiting  to  play,  players  may  not 
hold  a  court  more  than  two  sets,  which  shall  not  be  deuce 
and  vantage  sets. 

Courts  may  be  reserved  for  one  hour,  not  more  than 
one  week  ahead,  by  telephoning  to  caddie  master. 

If  a  court  is  engaged  and  not  used  by  the  person  or 
persons  engaging  it,  a  penalty  of  fifty  cents  will  be  imposed. 

If  a  person  engaging  a  court  does  not  arrive  at  the  club 
house  within  ten  minutes  of  the  time  set,  the  court  will  be 
allotted  to  the  next  applicant. 

On  holidays  and  Saturdays  after  1.30,  and  on  other 
days  after  3.30,  boys  under  18  may  play  only  when  the 
courts  are  not  desired  by  members  or  when  playing  with 
two  members.
